AFTER THE RETURNS. 


GREAT ENTHUSIASM OVER THE CITIZENS* 
VICTORY. 


The contest on Tuesday was such a 
close one that both sides were prepared 
to celebrate the victory, but the Republi¬ 
cans postponed their fireworks and the 
Citizens fired the cannons, shot off sky¬ 
rockets, touched off red lights, and in 
other ways showed thetr satisfaction 
over the election returns. About 0 p. in., 
wheu the returns from the south side of 
the city came in, things looked rather 
blue, and it looked as though Upper 
Falls would have the celebration, but the 
wards on the north side of the city all 
gave more or less of a majority for the 
Citizens’ candidate, and when wori came 
that the Ward Three .counters had goc 
up to 500 and found 12 maj >rity for Mr. 
Hibbard with 27 votes more to count, the 
celebration begau. 

The Citizens’ headquarters in Eliot 
block were packed with people, even the 
hallway being crowded, and the crowd 
cheered for eveiything they could tbiuk 
of. Mr. Hibbard himself was sent for 
over to Xonantura, where a large crowd 
had assembled, and Atheueum hall had 
been secured, where he was cheered till 
the echoes rang and gave a brief address. 
Refreshments were served by Paxton, 
and illuminations and fireworks gave the 
plhce a Fourth of July appearance. 

At 9 o'clock. Mr. Hibbard and bis 
party left for ltis residence, where the 
whole of Newton proper had assembled to 
congratulate him, besides large delega¬ 
tions from tue Newtons improper. 

A large company of boys surrounded 
the house, burning red lights, another 
company had but t a bonfire on the Silsby 
land, across the street, and the neighbor¬ 
ing houses were brightly illuminated. 
Mrs. John Werner, l’aik street; Mr. U. 
S. Crowell, Mr. Geo. 11. Mandell, and a 
number of others had every window 
lighted, while Mr. P. A. Murray’s hand¬ 
some residence had all the gas lighted, 
and a row of candles iu every wiudow. 
A cannon from somewhere in the vicinity 
kept booming and the visitors kept com¬ 
ing. Although Mr. Hibbaru’s residence 
is oue of the largest in Newton, there 
was not even standing room inside; the 
crowd was a very jolly* one, and every 
little while some one would shout 
“How’s H. K. Hibbard?” when all to¬ 
gether would reply "lie’s all right.” and 
the same thing would be asserted of 
Geo. B. Jone«, W. J. F.dlett. ami others 
prominent in the campaign. Mr. Hibbatd 
bad a trial of the ban lshakmg part of 
the Mayor’s duties, while Mr. Paxton 
atul a large corps of assistants looked af¬ 
ter the material welfare of the visitors iu 
another part of the house The callers 
included many members of the present 
and future city government, some com¬ 
ing before and some after the meeting of 
the board of aldermen, besides hundreds 
of private citizens. It was after mid¬ 
night before the visitors ceased coming 
and the Mayor-elect hud an opportunity 
to think over the events of the day.

Most ot the above items are the same 
for 1890. 

Now these estimates for the coming 
year made up before band in bast^ by j 
citizens crowded by their own private 
business, besides that of the city which ; 
lias been intrusted to them, is necessar- 1 
ily largely guess work. Under the pres- I 
ent system citizens generally know little 1 
<or nothing of how it will turn out, and 
we have observed that in some cases 
where more has been appropriated f >r 
objects titan was needed, yet it was all 
■spent, while other objects, of which the 
eiced’was great, were neglected. Indeed, 
an cstiui lie made up before baud lor a 
coming year, must necessarily contain a 
large element of guess work. 

The tax rate of l"!Kj «vas very high, and 
it is said that that of 1891, must be yet 
Liglier. 

We have no belief, Mr, Editor, in the 
necessity for this. With exact data as to 
the expenditure of every item of the ap- 
Kiropiiatioiib of 18!Xi before us, we have 
tio doubt it woul 1 he plainly possible 
and wise to reduce, instead of in¬ 
creasing the late. But without such ex¬ 
act data as to 1890, it is not possible to 
see clearly what changes it is wise to 
make in the appropriations which are to 
provide for 1891. 

To enable them to act with wise econ¬ 
omy every voter needs to have an exact 
9 >tatenieiit, sliowiug how each item of 
■appropriation of last year has been ex¬ 
pended, and we believe that such a state¬ 
ment should be at once prepared at what¬ 
ever the cost of clerical lab >r, because it 
would save the raising by taxation of a 
large sum.

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Nowlon Xat ii nil IllHtory Society. 

Last Mondny evening Dr. J. F. Friable 
gave a lecture on the Wliito Mountnins, 
and illustrated it with nearly aeveuty 
pictures. Tho first part of this lecture 
was a geological description of tho for¬ 
mation of these mountains. The geol¬ 
ogist has proved tins tho Old SVorld; that 
before tho Orient emorgod above tho 
primeval ocean, the Occidental land rose 
a broad band from tho north, southward 
to tho Groat Lakes, then turning at near¬ 
ly right angles stretched northwestward 
far tip towards the Artie Ocean. Long 
ages passed away; another fold or bolt of 
the crust rose to tho north and castwnrd 
extended far to the south, corresponding 
somewhat to the present Atlantic coast 
line; and westward, this side tho Rocky 
Mountains, a huge barrier, extending 
from near tho Gulf of Mexico to tho 
north, was elevated above the water, per¬ 
haps joining the other fold in that region, 
and enclosing a Mediterranean sea of 
gigantic proportions, and where tho 
White Mountains now rear their pictur¬ 
esque summits tho re cxistod an arm of 
this shallow sea. 

From these surrounding heights came 
tho debris, disintegrated and washed 
down by the rains and rivers, and de¬ 
posited beneath the water, that, now con¬ 
stitutes tlit* rock formations compassing 
theso mountains, now elevated by the 
lateral pressure, the horrizontal crushing 
of the strata consequent upon a cooling 
and contracting globe. Upheavals and 
subsidences followed each other until an¬ 
other fold arose on the western margin 
of the broad eastern licit of land. This 
fold, bearing the name of the Appala¬ 
chian Mountain chain, extends from the 
valley and watershed of the Mississippi, 
parallel to the present Atlantic coast, 
through the southern, Middle and Now 
England states, and onward towards the 
north. Breaks occur in numerous places 
from various causes, but the chain can be 
easily traced, although its continuity 
seems broken. 

The White Ilills aro a group of moun¬ 
tains bunched up to-getbor, constituting 
a link in the Appalachian chain, hut 
with missing links to tho north and 
south, following tho last upheaval, when 
tlioy were moved together, rent, seamed 
and piorcod, ovidences of which arc seen 
to-day, although other mighty forces 
have changed their form and custom dur¬ 
ing tho long ages sinco tlioy reached 
their greatest height. 

The fimt dry land in Now Hampshire 
composed of a few’ islands, constituting 
an archipelcgo. Two of these small ele¬ 
vations touched the White Mountain 
region, one pointing up from Lake Wm- 
nepesaukee just reaching with its wedge- 
shaped northern point, tlio present water 
shed of the Saco. The other, broader 
and longer, extended up through what is 
now the Franconia range. 

During the succeeding ages the con¬ 
stant oscillations produced upheavals and 
subsidences with frequent immense out¬ 
flows of lava through the (issures in the 
crust, till the whole region was dry land. 

There aro four highways or approach¬ 
es to these mountains, and each by a 
river valley; the Androscoggin on the 
north east, where entrance is made to 
the Glen between the Carter and Presi¬ 
dential ranges; the Connecticut on the 
west, from which we can strike either 
the Franconia ratigo or head of the Saco; 
the Merrimack on the south, from which 
the Franconia range is best approached 
by the way of the Pomigewasset valley, 
and the Saco south-eastward, the valley 
of which divides the White Mountain 
region into nearly equal halves. 

The pictures first thrown upon the 
screen were taken near the Intervale 
House, North Conway, showing the Saco 
meadows, Cathedral Bocks, Wliito Horse 
Ledges, and Moat Mountain. The win¬ 
ter scene of this valley and mountain was 
particularly beautiful. 

The Notch,tho Willey House,Mts. Web¬ 
ster and Willey were next given, and 
then numerous pictures on the Bridle 
Path to ti.e summit of Mt. Washington, 
Tuckormau’s and Huntington ravines,the 
Great Gulf, and all the higher mountain 
summits. This was the iirst illustrated 
lecture on the White Mountains ever 
given before the society, and the attdi- 
euce evidently appreciated and enjoyed 
it.

William Siillivuu testified: Albert Grotli 
came to the pond, followed by Hooley, for 
the purpose of getting a drink of water. 
He kicked a hole in the ice witli his boot, 
and while leaning over to get a drink 1 
heard the report of tho gnu. 1 was land¬ 
ing in a clear space between tlie woods and 
tlie pond when Grotli was shot. 1 did not 
see Hooley in tlie act of firing tlie gnu. 
.similar testimony was given by James 
Coveney, Charles llupprloli and ether boy* 


who were with Slilllvun at the time of the 
shooting. It was shown from their evidence 
that Hooley was badly frightened when lie 
realized that lie hnd shot Grotli. The 
court ordered Jeremiah Hooley discharged 
on the charge of manslaughter, and or¬ 
dered Ills recommittal to the Lyman school. 
Ills recent release* having been probation¬ 
ary.

Those “Repuhlicnu Deserters.’’ 

To die Editor of the Graphic. 

A lew words in reply to Mr. Fiske’s 
letter in your last issue, will, I trust, be 
pardoned. The writer does not object 
to the title of Mugwump or Independent, 
but lie does object to tlio title of renegade, 
traitor and deserter, on account of any 
political course lie may take. It is quite 
time that citizens should cease to look 
upon political parties as armies to which 
they owe unfaltering allegiance regard¬ 
less ot the principles wlucii tue party 
leaders may put forth, and of the charac¬ 
ter of the men whom they may nominate 
for high offices. For one, the writer pre¬ 
fers to do some of his own thinking, and 
he rejoices that; our friend so frankly 
avows his dissatisfaction with the course 
of the Republican leaders, and asserts 
his intention to join the new party which 
we all hope soon to see organized iu the 
interests of a better government. We 
Mugwumps have all passed through the 
various stages of silent .dissatisfaction, 
open remonstrance and final revolt 
which our friend is just beginning to ex¬ 
perience. We were all ouce, earnest and 
ardent Republicans, and very reluctantly 
and sorrowfully left the party in whose 
past wo have gloried as much as our 
friend. Wo were all afraid to trust the 
Democratic party, and for years listened 
to the siren song of “Reform within the 
party.” One by one, each according to 
bis own light, we have seen the folly of 
trusting party leaders who for years have 
made promises but to break them, when 
once in office. Wo have watched the 
Democratic party for 10 years, and have 
seen it year by year improving in leader¬ 
ship, aud advocating sounder principles 
of government. During that time we 
have seen the Republican leaders by 
questionable means seat a President, 
whose administration they scuffed at 
and derided, although the most creditable 
which we had had since Lincoln’s death.

resigned the position in the midst of his 
trial without awaiting the verdict of liis 
jeers as to his guilt or innocence; and we 
lave been brazenly told that it was no¬ 
body’s business whether he was innocent 
or guilty. We have heard the Republi¬ 
can leader of the Senate of the United 
States declare that the Decalogue and 
Golden Rule have no place in politics. 
We have heard a Vice-President elect, re¬ 
joice iu the successful use of “soap,” 
and wc have seen the man whose success¬ 
ful use of "soap” secured one presiden¬ 
tial election, secure another by the use 
of “blocks of fire.” Wo have seen a U. 
S. Senator, the chairman (if the Republi¬ 
can National Committee, sit silent under 
direct charges of embezzlement, bribery 
and fraud, and yet bo allowed to retain 
his position and conduct another national 
campaign. We rejoice with our friend 
timt many Republicans of his own state 
arose aud relinked him. lint alas! what 
au army of Republicans followed his 
banner unfalteringly. To-day we sue a 
IJ. S. Senator attempting in a Now Eng¬ 
land state what he accomplished iu 1870 
ina southern statu, the reveisal of the 
will of the people by fraud. These and 
many other causes of dissatisfaction in 
the Republican warty we have seen and 
we have rejoiced in its defeat, 

As regards the “Force Bill,” we be¬ 
lieve our friend is the victim of a Guy 
Fawkes scare,aud we are glad to see thut 
he considers the bill a doubtful expedi¬ 
ent. There can be no question that there 
has heeu much of exaggeration iu the 
partisan stories of intimidation, fraud 
and murder. But when a Republican 
majority in Congress can reverse the will 
of the people by unseating their duly 
elected representatives without evidence 
and without debate,simply to serve aparty 
exigency for a working majority, we may 
well have some forbearance for public 
excitement in the heat of a hot, political 
campaign. We all believe that a remedy 


should he found and will he found for 
violence, ns well as corruption, at the 
polls. But to imitate the political 
methods of the Napolooi s, little and 
great, and put it in the power of the cen¬ 
tral government to place in the hands of 
its tools the control of elections in every 
polling precinct in the country, is a tre¬ 
mendous stride towards imperialism, and 
is nn open avowal that the people are in¬ 
capable of self-government. 

I believe that the stories of Southern 
outrages nre grossly exaggerated for po¬ 
litical effect. Can any one doubt that 
the present Republican leaders nre cap¬ 
able of exaggerating, not to say of in¬ 
venting those tales of horror which 
they so industriously circulate just prior 
to every election? Is the purity of pur¬ 
pose ot these political saints so unques¬ 
tionable that we must believe all the 
chaiges which they bring against their 
opponents? That there has been much 
wrong at the South no ono doubts, that 
these outrages aro becoming less and less 
frequent every year, no observing man 
can d Miy. How many years is it since in 
the city of Boston it was not safe to 
speak, except, with bated breath, in 
favor of tho abolition ot slavery ? How 
long is it since in the same city of Bos 
ton the court house w as surrounded with 
chains and patrolled by a file of U. S. 
soldiers to prevent the rescuo of a fugi¬ 
tive w horn a U. S. commissioner was ro- 
minding to slavery? Massachusetts has 
improved; so will the South, and no one 
who has watched tlio improvement she 
has ma le, can doubt that she will event¬ 
ually and at no distant day solve the 
momentous pioblem which was imposed 
upon her by the errors of the recoils*rue- ] 
tion period, especially by the immedi- j 
ate enfranchisement of a whole people, 
ignorant aud degraded by centuries of ' 
slavery, w ithout any safe-guards against ! 
the dangers thus incurred. It wo cannot , 
aid them in solving the problem, let us i 
at least not aggravate the condition of I 
affairs by doubtful expedients. 

Now for our friend’s four propositions: 
“First, the people of the United States I 
believe in the protection of American in- ] 
dustrics against tlio pauper and down- j 
trodden labor of foreign lands. Second, 
they believe in a free ballot and a fair 
count, and the equality of all men under 
the law. Third, they believe in honest 
money, and in such financial legislation 
as shall best insure the permanent pros¬ 
perity of the nation. Fourth, they be- 
ieve in the subjection of tlio liquor 
saloon to law and order.” 

Now because the people believe in 
these things, our friend thinks they will 
call the Republican party back to power. 
It seems to me that he utterly mistakes 
or ignores the lesson of the bite election, 
which is that because the people believe 
in those living principles, they have so 
completely repudiated the Republican 
party as defiantly recreant to everyone of 
those vital principles. It has damped 
American industries; it has butchered 
American labor; it has committed the 
foulest outrages upon the purity of elec¬ 
tions; it lias debased the currency and it 
has been subservient to the liquor interest 
in almost every state which it has con¬ 
trolled. In the North it has professed a 
love for the temperance cause only to be¬ 
tray it. In the South it is the “ruin” 
party. Again he says of the Democratic 
party that it contains to-day as it always 
has the great hulk of tlio ignorant and 
vicious classes. Not to speak of the im¬ 
mense colored vote at the South, which 
the Republican leaders claim to he solid 
for their party, we find many ignorant 
men right iu our midst, who vote the 
iit-pubiii.aii iicKcc fiuui me liable ac¬ 
quired during the war times, and not 
lrom principle, aud if we search our 
penal institutions wo shall fiud many a 
cultured scounditd who never voted any 
other ticket 

Our friend errs when ho says that the 
Democratic party cont.iius every Free 
Trader in the land, as theie are gentle¬ 
men in this very city who aro avowed 
Fiee Traders and yet vote the straight 
Republican ticket. The Democratic 
party does not advocate Free Trade, but 
does favor a sensible and economic ad¬ 
justment of the tariff, which shall really 
protect American industries and shall 
not cramp, cripple and destroy them as 
the McKinley monstrosity bids fair to do, 
if it remains upon the statute books. 

It the returns from the W’est have any 
significance for us, it is to prepare for 
the new party which the groat upheaval 
there would indicate must be organized 
upon the ruins of the Republican party 
which seems long ago to have accom¬ 
plished its mission, and now for these 
many years, simply to have been out¬ 
living its usefulness lor tlio ignoble pur¬ 
pose of distributing the spoils. Our 
friend may see his way clear to join a 
new party at a much earlier date than 
he now anticipates.

Insurance Against Fire. 

About sixty years ago 1 wrote some 
articles in a Boston paper urging the ad¬ 
vantages which would accrue to Boston 
from making itself a mutual insurance 
office, insuring all property of the city at 
the usual rates; paying from the pre¬ 
miums first, all expenses of the fire de¬ 
partment including water (taking them 
all away from the common taxes); sot¬ 
ting apart secondly, for the purpose of 
creating a reserve fund, a certain portion 
of such amount as wisdom should show 
to be proper; and paying the balance in¬ 
to the city treasury; thus lessening tax¬ 
ation by takiug away the great cost of 
tlio lire department, and hugely aiding 
the city treasury besides, and also creat¬ 
ing a permanent interest iu all citizens to 
guard against firo. Some discussion of 
the proposed plan took place at the time 
but nothing was done. 

Many years after the sulijoet came up 
in the Legislature and a statute was pass 
ed authorizing any city or town which.suw 
fit to organize for such a purpose. 

Now it seems to mu that this city a- 
bovo any town in this state lias the op¬ 
portunity of deriving great advantage 
from tlio authority conferred by tlio Act 
of Legislature referred to. 

The city of Newton is a cluster of 
•even or eight small towns which aro so 
far apart that not more than a central 
lortion of any one of .them could ever 
turn at a time, nor indeed a very large 
portion of (any of them, in case of iso- 
atud buildings, not often would more 
than ouo catch fire at a time, and most 
of these are so distant that no amount 
expended upon the fire department, 
whether thirty or sixty thousand dollurs, 
would often save many of that class of 
risks. The City could moreover rein¬ 
sure the central, or any portion of the 
seven villages if it saw fit. 

By wise arrangements and good man¬ 
agement all large risks could be avoided, 
and, iu ourijudgment, so benefit the pe¬ 
cuniary affairs of the citv as to keep the 
rate of taxation for all time down.

HOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

THE FORUM FOR DRCRMI1KR. 

The December number of tno Forum 
contains an articlo on “ The Government 
of American Cities,'’ l»y Andiew I). 
White, wherein ho hIiowh that the weak¬ 
est point of American government is in 
tlie management of municipal affairs, lie 
points out in what specific ways we fall 
far short of tlie European tfovommont in 
tills paiticuiar. Mr. Wliilo lias endeavor- 
off to make a thorough analysis of tho 
subject, and ho indicates a remedy ns 
well os the cause of evil. 

.1 tiles Simon, of the French Souatc, 
contributes an articlo on “The Stability 
of tho Freneli Republic.” President 
Eliot, of Harvard, writes of “Family 
Stocks in a Democracy.” 

President W. A. P. Martin, of tlio Hoy- 
nl Tung Wong College, China, writes, 
witli the oxperienco of long rcsidotico in 
tho Celestial Kingdom, about the sup¬ 
posed danger of China's competition 
with Western nations Ho finds no 
“menace” in tho Chinose, and ho points 
out tlie astonishing fact that there aro 
great provinces of Chinese territory yet 
so sparely settled that they are making 
efforts to iudttco immigrants. 

Representative W. M. Springer publis- 
es results of tho census, some of which 
have not before been made public, show¬ 
ing tho ratio of tho inorenso in popula¬ 
tion in cities and in rural districts in sev¬ 
eral parts of tho country. 

Tho nutnhigraphibnl essay this month 
is by Archdeacon Farrar, who writes of 
tho “Formative Influences” in his own 
life. 

Other essays in this number are: “Tho 
Humanities,” Major J. W. Powell; “Pity, 
Genuine and Spurious,” Francis Power 
Cobbc; “Armor for Warships,” Com¬

THE ATLANTIC. 

Mr. Stockton’s serial, “Tho House of 
Martha,” goes on merrily in the Atlantic 
for December, and certainly tho author 
is at his b( s in hi id s uipton of tho hero’s 
now amanuensis, a nun separated from 
him by a wire grating, who, after days of 
irritating silence, is finally induced to 
speak to him by tho appearance of an en¬ 
raged wasp. The Atlantic is fortunate 
in securing so clever a serial for the now 
year. Witli its short stories from Hud- 
yard Kipling and Henry dames, its pap¬ 
ers by Mr. Lowell and Francis Parkman, 
and hitherto unpublished letters from 
Charles and Mary Lamb, 18DI will bo a 
redletter year for tho magazine. Mr. 
Birge Harrison gives an account of tho 
new rival ot the French salon, the Nat¬ 
ional Society of Fine Arts, in a paper en¬ 
titled “The Now departure in Parisian 
Art.” Margaret Christine Whiting writes 
about “Tho wife of Mr. Secretary Pepys,” 
a delightful, gossiping article, with 
amusing quotations from the immortal 
Diary. Mr. A. T. Mahan, in “Tho Unit¬ 
ed States Looking Outward,” shows the 
isolation of the country, not only in re¬ 
spect to position, but in regard to trade; 
and prophesies a change in public opin¬ 
ion, which will free us from our indif¬ 
ference to foreign nations, and open our 
eyes to tho necessity of tho defense of 
our coasts, ami a more active policy of 
trade with other countries.

BEAUTIFUL BELLEEK PORCELAIN. 


ANOTHKK IRISH INDUSTRY PROMOTED. 

Mr. A. Shuman of Boston, during his 
visit to Ireland last summer, selected for 
his own use three complete sets of Irish 
porcelain, kuowu as Belleek ware. He 
has just received them by a late steamer. 
They consist of a breakfast, dinner and 
supper service. After a minute inspec¬ 
tion we Lei safe in saying that it is 
doubtful if there is! today in this 
country anything in pottery, for beauty 
of design, delicacy of tint and perfect 
finish, to excel these products of tho ob¬ 
scure Irish village of Belleek. Airanged 
before the beholder, these exquisite 
specimens appear like a poem in ceramic 
art. 

The little village of Belleek, where the 
ware is manfactured and whence its 
uame is derived, is situated in tlie north¬ 
ern part of Fermanagh, near tiie County 
Donegal boundary line, and about four 
miles from Ballyshaunon, in the latter 
county. Tlie population, which num¬ 
bers only a few hundred souls, is engaged 
principally in the manufacture of porce¬ 
lain or china, as it is more commonly 
termed. Their skill in tlie manipulation 
of the kaolin or white clay, which is 
found in abundance on the spot, and of 
tlie very purest quality, may he said to 
have become hereditary among the vil¬ 
lagers by whom tlie manufacture lias been 
carried oil for generations back. And yet 
the industry, like nearly all the other 
Irish industries, languishes for want of 
adequate support. The reason why this 
has been so in the recent past lias been 
quite obvious, but that this moribund 
condition of uu industry having every¬ 
thing in its favor should longer continue, 
depends mainly upon tlie Irish people 
themselves, but more especially upon 
lrish-Americans. 

Let us speak clearly upon this matter. 
Hero is the village of Belleek with an in¬ 
exhaustible supply of tlie finest kaolinio 
clay (decomposed granite) in tlie world, 
without a trace of iron in its composi¬ 
tion, pre-eminently adapted for produc¬ 
ing tlie most translucent base or body 
material for porcelain which can possi¬ 
bly he furnished, with the deft lingers of 
skilled workers to model and fashion and 
tint and glaze sucli exquisite works of 
utility and art as those which Mr. Shu- 
muu has procured, not so much for mere 
personal use, as to serve as an object 
lesson and incentive to others to aid in 
giving a push onward to a struggling 
Iiish iudubty which lias natural advan¬ 
tages in its favor. 

Mr. tShumau, after a careful investiga 
tiou of tlie situation, is quite confident 
that if lrish-Americans, when buying 
china for their own use, or when giving 
wedding presents and such, bought Bel¬ 
leek ware in preference to any other, 
auother Irish industry would receive the 
same vigorous impetus which he has 
been instrumental in giving to Irish 
woolcu manufactures. Belleek ware oau 
be sold in this country as cheaply as 
\Vorcester { llavilaud, or the many other 
makes which lrish-Americans purchase, 
and the importers will be found ready

There was n very Important mooting of 
the city council, Monday night. The 
common council made their report on 
the result of their investigation of the 
Gamewell system. The mayor appoint¬ 
ed Chas. \Y. Ross superintendent of 
streets, and the hoard of aldermen con¬ 
firmed him, and the committee on sew¬ 
erage made their report. Petitions for 
the recount of the votes for mayor in all 
the wards and for common councilmcn in 
Ward One were received. 

the board of aldermen. 

All the members were present except 
Alderman Pettce. The board went at 
once into executive session over the ap¬ 
pointment of a superintendent of streets, 
and the increase of his salary from $1,70# 
to $2,500. When the doors were thrown 
open, it was announced that Chas. W. 
Hoss, assistant superintendent of the 
Newton cemetery, was appointed, and 
an order was introduced raising the 
salary from $1,700 to $2,500. The execu¬ 
tive session was rather protracted and it 
is said that one member favored laying 
over the appointment for one week, and 
opposed rushing it through so near the 
end of the present administration, but 
lie was voted down. 

Orders were adopted authorizing the 
transfer of $1400 from the appropriation 
for gravel lands to the appropriation for 
street crossings; requesting the mayor to 

f ietition the General Court to amend the 
aw authorizing the collection of assess¬ 
ments for street watering; transferring 
*$2201 received from the sale of crushed 
stone to the appropriation for geueral 
highways repairs. 

Frank W. Barney remonstrated against 
the grade of Eliot street. 

J. B. Phipps of Newtonville was ap¬ 
pointed au auctioneer. 

The much discussed order for fire 
alarm stations was taken up, but laid up¬ 
on the table again. 

The ordinance relating to hacks were 
passed to be enrolled. 

Several miscellaneous bills were ap¬ 
proved. 

On motion of Alderman Harbacli a bill 
to pay City Solicitor Slocum $05.32 for 
expenses incurred in defending the suit 
of Geo. Stuart against O’Leary, accord¬

THE SEWERAGE REPORT. 
Alderman Harbacli presented the plans 
and system given in detail by the City 
ISnginecr, and recommended that it be 
adopted, fbe committee also presented 
a majority report, recommending that 
sthe cost of the collecting system be as¬ 
sessed upon the owners of abutting es¬ 
tates upon the following basis: Four- 
tenths of the benelit according to the 
/relative frontage ami six-teuths accord 
i ng to the area ot the estates within ISO 
v'eot ot the street in which the sewer has 
!o>eu constructed: provided, that upon 
»oamer lots, the Hist 00 feet ol froutage 
•upon the second street in which the 
•sewer is constructed, shall be exempt, 
and no area assessed upon the first street 
)th ill be assess; l upon the second street. 

The said 4 lOtbs. having been ascer¬ 
tained to be 00 cents per front foot, and 
'the 0 loths having been ascertained to 
•be 0 mills per square foot, said sums are 
(recommended as the standard rate of 
assessment. 

The committee lecommend that the 
' -ity Assume the cost of maintenance; the 
(proportionate cost of the Metropolitan 
■system, and the cost of the surface drain- 
■ Hire system. 

The solution of the question of pay- 
"neiit which Ins been made by most other 
ilies would not be applicable here, ex- 
•Apt within certain limits, for the system 
•presented contemplates the relief of each 
. mlividuil estate from both its house and 
-subs »il drainage, and the city at large 
would receive no benefit only so far as 
t improved the general sanitary comli- 
ion ol the whole city. 

The system of surface drainage con* 
cm plates providing special channels or 
•it:Tiers for the surface water in streets 
mi! the drainage of low swamp land, 

- jenc**, individual estates, except those 
•mprlsing said low lauds, will receive 
iltle or no special benefit beyond that

CITY ENGINEER NOYKs’s PL AX 9. 

The plans submitted by the City 
Kogineer cover So or more type-written 
pages of legal cap, and are summarized 
as follows: Mr. Noyes has had tlio as¬ 
sistance of Mr. Edward A. Buss, a com¬ 
petent civil enginoci of Boston, who was 
formerly assistant engineer when the 
wafer works was put into Newton, and 
also assistant for Sir. Edward Sawyer, 
when plans for sewerage were drawn up 
in 1S7S; consultation lias also been bad 
with Rudolph lleting, city engineer of 
New York,and Eliot C. Clarke,of B »ston. 
lie also described surface, house and sub¬ 
soil drainage. Tim plan proposed, pro- 
, vides for a sub-soil drain immediately 
below tlio house sower, which will have 
branches connecting with the cellar of 
tlio houses, to be put in at the same time 
as connections with the sewer. The sub¬ 
soil drains will have open joints and will 
take the water along the line of tlio 
sewer, and reduco in some measure the 
cost of the construction of tlio sewer, l>y 
making a smaller sewer answer every 
i purpose. The sub-soil drain will be dis¬ 
charged into brooks. The metropolitan 
sewer will answer every purpose for 
many years, but ultimately a bigb-lovel 
intercepting sower will be needed. The 
topography of the city allows of tlio 
sewerage being conveyed from all parts 
of tlio city to tho metropolitan sewer, ox- 
cept a portion of land south of Kotirick 
street and west of Waverly avenue, and 
South street and the lower portion of the 
Northeast slope of Chestnut Hill, which 
can be more economically drained into 
the Boston sewers. A small section of 
the Southeast part of Oak Hill can also 
be best drained through Brookline or 
West Boxbuiy. It is recommended also 
that tbo dow land in Lower Falls be 
sewered by having an electric motor or 
small water motor pump the sewage up 
into the main sewer. 

The plan provides for three connections 
with the Metropolitan intercepting sower, 
one near tho mouth of Hyde's (some¬ 
times known as Lemon’s Brook), which 
is to take the sewage from that portion 
of Wards 1 and 7 east of Boyd's I’ond, 
Jewett street, Walnut park and Bellevue 
street, and north of Lombard. Sargent, 
Cotton and Ward streets. 

Tne second connection is to be made at 
California street at the intersection of 
Crescent, and provides for the sewage of 
the area drained by Laundry, Spring autl 
Hammond Brooks. Tho third connec¬ 
tion is to be made near the mouth of 
Cheesecake Brook, and provides for 
taking the sewage lrom the areas drained 
by this stream, the westerly slope shed¬ 
ding into Charles River, and the drainage 
of Sucker Brook and its branches. These 
will bo known respectively as the Hyde 
Brook, Crescent street and Cheeseeako 
Brook outlets, and provide for taking 
the sewage from a total area of 8101 
acres. It is suggested that the main 
sewer be built 4 1-2 feet iu diameter up to 
Crescent street aud thence to the Wal¬ 
tham line 3 feet 0 inches in size. 

The second entrance, at Crescent 
street, is to receive the sewage from 
Wards 2, 5 and 0, and drains an area of 
about 2500 acres, and as this area will 
ultimately require a main 48 inches iu 
size upon its being diverted to tlio high 
level system it is considered advisable to 
lay a main 24 inches in diameter, which 
can be supplemented iu the future by a 
larger main constructed through that 
section. The route through the upper 
portion of this section will depend upon 
the construction of the streets iu the 
development of property, economy calling 
for following the course of the valleys as 
closely as the lay-out of the streets will 
permit. The 24 inch pipe will be large 
enough to Centre street, Ward 0, with a 
20 inch main beyond. 

The route for the Hammond Brook 
section is nut determined by the com¬ 
mittee. The third entrance, at Cheese¬ 
cake Brook, receives the sewage of Wards 
3 and 4 and portions of Wards 5 and 0. 
The sewage from the section will nearly 
all remain in the*low' level system, as it 
drains a section difficult to reach with a 
high level sewer. The 30 inch main will 
lie large enough until long after the high 
level sewer is needed lor the other parts 
of the city. The entire system as pro¬ 
posed will provide sowers iu about. 130 
miles of the stieets as now laid out or 
planned, and the estimated cost is $1,755,- 
000 . 

The sewers will mostly be laid 8 1-2 
feet below the street level, Arrangements 
are provided for flushing, ventilatiuii, 
and the report goes iuto details of con¬ 
struction, etc., with great minuteness, 
making a rather formidable document, 
which is to be printed for the convenience 
of the inembeis of the City Council. 

City Engineer Noyes’s report was not 
read but was received iu both branches 
and will be taken up and discussed at a 
later date. 

Tlie Common Council 

THE OAMEWKI.L INVESTIGATION. 

The special committee on the investi¬ 
gation of the (Limewell Police Signal 
system. President Hyde, Messrs. Mead, 
Dutch and Richardson made the folio v- 
ing report: 

The committee appointed by the board 
under the order introduced by Council¬ 
man Mead, Nov. 24. 18l>0, 4 ‘to examine in¬ 
to aud report up »u tho workings of the 
police signal system,” submit the follow- 
i ing report: 

That oil Thursday, Dec. 4, a meeting 
of your committee was held iu the coun¬ 
cil chamber, being also present upon 
their iuvitalion, Alderman Johnson of tlie 
police committee. Pres. J. W. Stover aud 
W. II. Meudell of the Gamewell Co., 
Chief Bixhy of tho Fire Dept., aud City 
Marshall Richardson, Sergt. Huestis, and 
Officers J. ,J. Davis of the Police Dept., 
his Honor, the Mayor, and Aldenuuu 
Feuno of tlie police committee, were un¬ 
avoidably absent. 

From tacts already iu the possession 
of your committee, learned from mem¬ 
bers of the police force, aud from testi¬ 
mony adduced at the hearing, your <• mu - 
mittue decided that au actual investiga¬ 
tion of the workings of the system 
would not only be useless, but from or¬ 
ders given to the City Marshal in regard 
to furnishing keys, impossible. 

3 Wo therefore submit the following: 
"That in our opinion the Gamewell 
police system now in use iu this city is 
in all leaptcts what its makers claim it 
to be. aud under favorable conditions 
would bo a success, but that under cxi»L- 
iug conditions aud management, no sys¬ 
tem of police telegraph can be success¬ 
fully operated and maintained, it is 
admitted that the design and workman¬ 
ship are first class; that the telephonic 
communications established compares 
favorably with any now iu use, that but 
very few of (lie wagon «alls have fuiled 
to properly register: and while it is true 
that some of Hie boxes have failed to 
propci ly rcpoit duty call/, how many, oi 
what proportion, we are unable to deter¬ 
mine, from the fact that no record has 
been kept of such failures, aud while the 
time stamp is at present working badly, 
wc are assured tha* it is in re from want 
of proper care aud attention from those iu 
• barge, than from any inherent defect iu 
the system itself. For we are assured by 
Chief Bixhy that he lias yet to Hud any 
trouble that he or his assistant could not 


1 easily remedy; in fact, while the main¬ 
tenance and care are properly iu his 
hands, and ns ho has not yet found any 
trouble which he considers worth teport- 
ing. either to tlmso in authority, or to 
the (Jamowell Company, wo conclude 
that any further investigation on our 
part would be useless, and while, as we 
nave said, there have arisen some com¬ 
plaints from apparent defects; wo, your 
committee, are of the unanimous opin¬ 
ions that tho system is a good one; that 
the defects aro not in the apparatus, but 
the failure on the part of.those in chargo 
to give it intelligent care, with a v.ew to 
its successful working. If it were in the 
province of this committee to make recom¬ 
mendations, we would suggest that the 
system be first rescued from tbo condi¬ 
tion into which, through neglect, it lias 
been allowed to fall, and that it receive 
flic same watchful, intelligent euro which 
our present excellent fire alarm system 
receives. This boing done, we have no 
doubt that not only will all complaints 
j cease, but then we shall have a polico 
l signal system, equal not only to our tiro 
alarm system but one that will reflect 
j credit on the city. 

A SPICY DEBATE. 

1 Councilman Hyde said the committee 
bad given all parties a fair hearing. They 
: had invited tlio Police Committco and 
: the Mayor, the officers of the Gamowoll 
I Company, and asked Aldermau Johnson 
, to have all the policemen in the station 
to be present. They had endeavored to 
j be perfectly fair and to get at all the 
I facts. For his part lie thought tlio re- 
I port should bo even stronger. Tho 
matter had boon before tho city govern¬ 
ment long enough and ho thought it was 
time it was dropped. They had found 
out that Chief Bixhy was tho ono officer 
who knew how to mauage it. and he had 
said there would be no difficulty if the 
system was properly managed, but it 
was hard work to find out just who did 
manage the system. If the Common 
Council had a representation on tho 
police committee they could enforce 
their recommendations, but as it was 
they could do nothing, but report, and 
all must admit that their report was fair 
and it was u unanimous report. 

Councilman Forknall asked what was 
meant by "rescued from present condi¬ 
tion.” 

President Hyde said we found orders 
had been given not to keep the system 
in running order, during the investiga¬ 
tion, but to leave all defects just as they 
were, except the wires and batteries. 
He thought no electric system that bad 
run nine days without caro was iu any 
condition to bo investigated. 

Councilman Mead said orders had been 
given not to touch the system while the 
committee was investigating. 

Councilman Forknall asked if any box 
could not be used, who would be blamed, 
the officers, the system or the committee. 

President Hyde said probably tho Com¬ 
mon Council committee! 

Councilman Hall asked what was 
meant by the committee being refused 
keys. 

President Hyde said that Marshal 
Richardson bad told him, that lie had 
orders not to deliver any keys. 

Councilman Dutch said it was a matter 
of surprise that the system had been lot 
go at such loose ends.* None of the police 
officers had been given any instruction 
as to the running of it, and it had been 
allowed to run itself, and if anything got 
out of order the system was blamed. \Ye 
pay men good salaries and yet they are 
not allowed to do the work they are 
called on to do. The orders about the 
keys came of course from the upper 
branch. 

Councilman Richardson said lie en¬ 
dorsed every word iu tho report, only it 
was not strong enough. 

Councilman Mead said the sergeant was 
asked how the telephone worked, and lie 
said it worked as well as any telephone. 
He also said the wagon calls often 
missed, but when he was cross-question¬ 
ed ho could only give four instances iu 
which the calls had not worked since 
last July, lie said the duty calls worked 
badly, and once last fall that 22 of 80 
had missed. He could not tell wbat cir¬ 
cuit it was on. and made no leport. The 
committee could tind no record that bad 
been kept of the workings of the system, 
the men were required to report to no 
one, and there seemed to he no head to 
the management of the system. 

President Hyde said complaint was 
made of the time stamp, but it only 
needed regulating. Chiot Bixhy said he 
had never been called on to regulate 
anything that lie bad not succeeded in 
making it work correctly iu a very few 
minutes. Any system needs care, the 
fire alarm boxes are seldom used, while 
the police boxes are used many times a 
day One tiling should be done, aud that 
was, the system should be put in the 
bauds of Chief Bixby or Capt. Hanlett.

They See The Reason. 

Somo of the prominent ItopubiicntiH of 
the NorthWest know what boat them, 
and are talk ini; freely about it. Mr. 
Charles A. Pllabury of Minneapolis, the 
Croat miller, ami a leading Republican, is 
vory omphalic in his denunciation of the 
McKinley bill. He says tbo Republicans 
expected a revision of the tariff down¬ 
ward. instead of upward and tbo result 
of tbo election shows that they think they 
have been fooled. Such newspapers as 
the Chicago Tribune, the St. Raul Pion¬ 
eer Proas, and the Minneapolis Journal, 
do not mince matters, but say that the 
McKinley tariff defeated the Republicans, 
and urgo upon Congress tho necessity of 
n revision while tho Republicans arc iu 
power. We regret that wo see no evi¬ 
dence of a like wisdom in this section 
among the Republican organs. They all 
took forward to tho entire satisfaction of 
the people two years hence when thoy 
will bo accustomed to being skinned 
alive. 


Free Raw Materials Wanted. 

“If there is a single raw material, not 
even excepting wool, which ought to be 
upon tho free list above all others, that 
raw material is iron ore.”—J oseph 
Wiiakton, June, 1800. 

“In articles requiring a large amount 
of labor, and a comparatively small 
amount of raw material, we can hold our 
own with any foreigners; where the raw 
material is large in proportion to the 
labor, tho Englishman is on top. 

“If tho duty (ouiron) were removed, I, 
for one, would take 10 per cout of the 
saving to undersell the English iu foreign 
markets; I would add 10 per cent to the 
wages of my men, and tho other 10 per 
cent would lodge nicely in my pocket. 

“My obseivation has taught mo that 
the greatest obstacle to American compe¬ 
tition in foreign markets, to noaily every 
class of goods, is tho high price of our 
raw materials. Take off tho duty and wc 
will send our goods everywhere. Wages 
would increase here under such a system 
rather than become lower.”—J. B. Sar¬ 
gent, August. 1888. 


Who Pay the Taxes? 

When the manufacturer of iron comes 
to tho Senate and says, ‘I can live, or I 
can make profit, if a certain duty is im¬ 
posed/ what is ho saying? lie is simply 
saying, ‘If you give me a certain duty, 
you put it in my power to charge over 
that duty as an additional taxon the far¬ 
mers of the United States. These manu¬ 
facturers were not willing to enlarge 
their production and thereby meet tho 
entire American demand, hut preferred 
to manufacture a limited supply at enor¬ 
mously increased profits, and that, 1 
think, is a feature of the iron manufact¬ 
ure iu this country to a very considerable 
extent. That is to say, those who manu¬ 
facture these articles—beams—do not 
care to supply the entire American mar¬ 
ket, but prefer to supply only that por¬ 
tion of it wnicli they can supply at an 
enormous profit.”— Sknatok PhestonB. 
Pi.umb, January, 1S89. 


New England and Hie Tariff on Coal. 

New England has no available coal de¬ 
posits. All the coal, therefore, which 
she consumes must either be imported or 
shipped from mines in Pennsylvania,Mary 
land, and Virginia. Tho annual com- 
sumption of bituminous coal in New 
England is not known, but tho amount 
of coal shipped to Boston by water lias 
been estimated by tho correspondent of 
the Engineering and Miuing Journal to 
be about 1,000,000 gross tous. In addi¬ 
tion to this, largo shipments are made hy 
rail. During 1880 the average price paid 
for bituminous coal f. o. h. at Baltimore 
was $2.50 per ton, and the rate of freight 
varied from $1.15 to $1.00 per ton, or an 
avorago for tho year of $1.35;so that with 
shipping and poit charges coal cost in 
► Boston Harbor from $3.80 to $4 per ton. 
Thq items of this cost are(l) cost of min¬ 
ing, 51 to 50 cents; (2) other expenses at 
mine, 20to 24 cents; and (3) freight uud 
shipping charges from mine to Boston, 
about $2.00;leaving (4) from 40 to00 cents 
profit for mining and selling. 

What coal from Nova Scotia can ho de¬ 
livered for in Now England is shown hy 
tho following letter, sent in reply to an 
inquiry made as to tiie actual cost of coal 
delievred on hoard ships from tho mines 
in Nova Scotia and of the transportation 
to Boston. 

Noktii Sydney, C. B., June 5, 1880. 

Hon. J. W. Langley, Att’y Gen., Halifax, N. S. 

Dkah Sih: In answer to your inquiry 
as to the cost of producing a ton of mer¬ 
chantable coal to tho port of shipment 
in Capo Breton, and the cost of transpor¬ 
ting that coal to Boston. 1 hog to submit 
tiie following facts which were obtained 
from several leading mine managers and 
others familar with this trade. 

COST OF PJtODUCTlON. 

In tho Couuty of Capo Breton we 
have iiiuu coal mines in active operation, 
which are capable of producing 2,000,000 
tons annually. Thu output last year was 
about 1,000,000 tons. This was owing to 
a limited market. 

Merchantable eoal can he delivered 
f. o. h. at any of Cape Breton eoal ports 
for $1 per ton of 2240 lbs. 

Our Capo Breton coal companies 
make annual contracts for duliveiy of 
large quantities of coal at Montreal, and 
this year they have agreed to deliver about 
850,000 tons thereat the average price of 
$3.10delivered. When freight and other 
charges are deducted from this, tiie eoal 
companies receive about $1.40 per ton 
net for their coal. 

COST OF TRANSPORTATION, 

Almost tho entire quantity of coal 
sent to Montreal iu carried hy cargo 
steamers specially chartered for tho pur¬ 
pose. Freight by chartered steam¬ 
ers from Cape Breton to Montreal this 
season costs $1.80 per ton. '1 ho distance 
from Montreal to the Capo Breton ports 
is 650 miles. Thu steamers uverage two 
and a half trips per month. 

The distance between Capo Breton 
ami Boston is 550 miles. Tho average 
cargo steamer getting tiie same dispatch 
loading and discharging as those in tho 
Montreal trade would .make at least a 
half trip more pur month running be¬ 
tween Cape Breton aud Boston and Capo 
Breton and Montreal. Taking tho eoal 
freights to Montreal as a basis, coal can 
be freighted from Cape Breton to Boston 
by steamers for $1 per ton. 

The above estimate includes port | 
charges, etc., and hunker coal used hy ; 
steamers.

.SEWERAGE AT LAST. 


It begins to. look as though Newton 
would soou have a sewerage systom. A 
voluminous report on the matter has 
been drawn up by the City Engineer, 
which has the approval of Mr. Edward 
Russ, an engineer of Boston, of Mr. 
E. C. Clark, the engineer of tho Drainage 
Commission, and other competent en¬ 
gineers. The Sewerage Committee of 
the City Council has presented their re¬ 
port, favoring immediate action on the 
^question, recommending a method of 
.assessment, by both a majority aud 
-.minority report, and also the appropria¬ 
tion of $400,00) as a starter. 

This looks Hke business, and it will 
gratify those who have long seen the 
pressing need of some system of sewer¬ 
age in the city, the lack of which was the 
greatest obstacle to further growth. The 
<G:ty Council concluded on Monday night 
tfhat it was better to take time to think 
^uch an important matter over, and there 
as certainly no need of undue baste, as 
uiothing can be done for a month or two. 
The systom proposed should be thor¬ 
oughly discussed, and ample time given 
<fco find out just what is proposed to be 
«done. The next mayor and city council 
arc fully committed on the question of 
sewerage, and even if the plans are not 
adopted till next year nothing would he 
lost. If there was any chance of failure, 
liowever, people geuerally would favor 
Immediate action. 

fUhe meeting at the Newton Club House, 
Wednesday evening, under the auspices 
of the- Emergency and Hygiene associa¬ 
tion, brought out more clearly the need 
of sewerage,and the plaus proposed were 
explained at length by City Eugineer 
ls’oyes. Mr. E. C. Clark seemed to think 
tthat the building of city sewers was a 
very simple matter, which auy engineer 
Jfamilar with the lay of the laud could 
arrange for, the only diffculty being 
ewith the main sewer and disposal of the 
sewage. Happily the Metropolitan sys¬ 
tem provides for that and all Newton 
!has to do is to build the branch lines. 

There seems to be no reason why 
Wards One, Two and Seven should not 
lhave sewers built by a year from this 
S3 me, and connected with the Metropoli¬ 
tan system, aud the health of the city 
greatly improved then by. 


the election, so far ns it resulted in tho 
dofeat of Mr. Barnard, writes in another 
column on the evils of partisanship in 
ward caucuses.

A roofrenco to 
tho back files of the Graphic shows 
that in 1887, tho famous “non-partisan” 
year, Messrs. Barnard and Walton woro 
the candidates ot the non- partisans or 
Republicans, and that Mr. Barnard and 
Mrs. Davis were the candidates of the 
Citizens’ party, which was victorous. 
Consequently it was Mrs. Davis who de¬ 
feated Mr. Walton, and those who voted 
against Mr. Barnard to punish him for 
that act, punished the wrong person, as 
Mr. Barn ard was in 1887 ou both tickets. 
Of course as the election is now over, all 
attempts to stir up had fecliug should 
coaso, as wo have got to make tho best 
of it, hut it would bo decidedly interest-, 
iug to kuow just what were tho grounds 
ou which tho Ward Throe caucus voted 
against him, or if the alleged fact that 
he “ran against Mr. Walton” was tho 
only oiio that can he stated publicly. 


The Common Couucil committee of in¬ 
vestigation gave a very outspoken 
report in regard to tho Gamewcll Police 
Signal System, and they charge that 
everything has boeu run with very loose 
ends, no report being kept of tho work¬ 
ing of the system. Their report of the 
testimony of Chief Bixby of tho Fire De¬ 
partment, who keeps the fire alarm 
system in such excellent shape, of tho 
difficulties they met with in obtaining 
keys, and getting at any facts, make 8 
very entertaining reading. The Graphic 
has all along maintained that the Game- 
well police signal system was all right, if 
it was carefully managed, and tho report 
of the Common Council committee 
seems to sustain this opinion. Of course, 
auy electric system that is not managed 
carefully, aud looked after iu all its 
details, is of no earthly use. Any one 
who has a telephone in his house or of¬ 
fice, knows how carefully tho telephone 
service has to be looked after, by expert 
electricians, and a police signal system is 
a much more complicated affair, and 
therefore would need even greater care, 
if it is to work satisfactorily. 


The recount of votes for Mayor furnish¬ 
ed a tedious job for the aldermen, hut it 
will satisfy people that the ward counters 
do their work with remarkable correct 
ness. It is a natural supposition that 
mistakes may happen in the hurry of 
electiou night, but the recounts both in 
Newton and elsewhere this year show 
that they never do, to an extent that has 
auy decided effect on the result. If a 
caudidate wins by a score of votes on the 
first returns, he is generally safe, no 
matter how many recount* are made.

DEATH OF REV. D. H. TAYLOR. 

SKETCH OF HIS MINISTERIAL LABORS IN 
NEWTON AND ELSEWHERE. 

Rev. David H. Taylor died at 7..‘10 
o’clock Wednesday morning, after a very 
short illness of typhoid pneumonia, at 
his residence on Walnut street, Nowton- 
villo. 

Tho primary cause of hissicknoss is at¬ 
tributed to overwork, followed by a so- 
vero cold, which dovoloped into pneumo¬ 
nia. A woek ago Tuesday evening tho 
decoased attended a lecturo given by Rev* 
Mr. Gunsnulus, a former pastor of the 
t’ontral Congregational church, in Tro- 
mont Temple, Boston, and on tho follow¬ 
ing evening, although suffering physical¬ 
ly, he lectured to the young people' in his 
own church. Upon returning home aftor 
the lecture, he had a severe chill, fol¬ 
lowed by more serious symptons. 

Tho deceased was a native of Now 
Brunswick, and was 4:1 years of ago. 
When in his 10th year, ho went to Con¬ 
necticut and graduated from the Suffiold 
Acadoim. Ho subsequently graduated 
from Brown University and the Roches¬ 
ter Theological Seminary. 

lie was first settled as pastor over the 
Calvary Baptist church, Salem. Ho was 
called to the pastorate of tho Jamaica 
Flam Baptist cbuich a few years later, 
where lie continued his ministerial labors 
for 10 years, resigning at the expiration 
of that time to accept a call to the pas¬ 
torate of tho Central Baptist church, 
Norwich, Ct., where ho remained three 
years. 

While in Norwich ho changed his 
views ou somo doctrinal points, aud 
changed his labors to tho Congregational 
denomination, resigning as pastor of tho 
Central Baptist church. 

Last March he accepted a unanimous 
call to the pastorate of the Central Con¬ 
gregational, Newtonville, succeeding 
Rev. Pleasant lluuter. 

In his relations as pastor here, Rev. 
Mr. Taylor won the love of his parish¬ 
ioners and tho esteem and friendship of 
the people of all shades of religious 
opinion. He was a forcible and eloquent 
preacher, a genial friend and counsellor, 
and a loving husband and father. Ho 
was a zealous worker, especially thought¬ 
ful for the poor, and his active labors of 
tho past few months, it is thought, af¬ 
fected his health, rendering him more 
susceptible to the attacks of disease. 

A widow and two daughters survive 
him. The funeral will take place from tho 
Central Congregational church to-morrow 
afternoon at 1.30 o’clock.

Death of Deacon If. N. Hyde. 

Deacon Horatio Nelson Hyde died at Ills- 
residence on Jefferson street, Monday 
evening, after a brief illness, alt bough Ida 
health has not been good for some months' 
owing to heart troubles. He will be greatly 
missed, as he was a frepuent figure on the 
street . and was a mine ..f information on 
all subjects relating to Newton, which hart 
always been his home, ami he had seen the 
city grow from a small country town to its 
present proportions. He had s very large 
circle of friends, and enjoyed their esteem 
and respect. 

He was 77 years of age and was horn in 
tiie old Hyde homestead, corner of Galen 
and Washington streets, his ancestor 
having been Jonathan Hyde, one of New¬ 
ton s first settlers, w ho came here w ith ids 
brother in 1839. 

The old home-dean is still standing ahd 
on very nearly the original site, and is over 
2 f> 0 years old. ft lia- been the residence of five 
generations of the Hyde family, four of 
whom, Mr. Hyde, his children. »ne grand¬ 
child, and his father, were born there, Ilia 
grandfather fought at the battle of Lexing¬ 
ton, Mr, Hyde was educated in tbe Newt or 
schools, and among his schoolmates were- 
President J. N. Bacon <>f the Newton- 
National Bank.and Mr. II nry Fuller. For 
a number of years Mr. Hyde was engages 
in tiie stationery an l periodical business, 
from which he retired about 15 years ago. 
devoting hn time since to the care of life* 
property. He was baptized by Prof. Rip¬ 
ley in the Baptist Pond. Newton Centre, 
and very active in church affairs. He was 
instrumental in establishing the Newton 
Baptist church,of which he was aconstituent 
member. He was its first deacon.an office 
which lie held at the time of his death, fie 
married Miss Fiske, a sister uf Mrs. II. M. 
Stimpson, 55 years ago. Ilis widow sur¬ 
vives him and 3 children, Hosea Hyde, If. 
N. Hyde. Jr. and Mrs. J. C. Ivy. He has 
a brother ahd sifter living. Ehenezer Hyde, 
80 years of age, of Cold Water,Mich, and 
Mrs. Mary Rice,aged 8 ti,of this citv. 

The funeral services were held at the 
residence of his son-in-law. Mr. J. C. Ivy, 
Thursday afternoon, a large represen¬ 
tation of the older residents of Newton 
being present. Rev. Mr. Merrill, pastor of 
the Baptist Church, officiated, and made a 
very feeling prayer and Dr. H. F. Titus, a 
former pastor, spoke concerning the life 
and character of the deceased.

CAUSES A LIVELY DlSCUS9tON IK THK 

CtTY COUNCIL. 

Doth branched of the city council wore 
i n session Monday evening. In the 
board of aldermen Mayor Burr presided 
and a bare quorum was present. Messrs. 
Bond, Fetmo, Coffin and Harbach. 

Alderman Fenno read a potition from 
ITonry E. Cobb, A. 11. Mitchell and a 
large number of other citizens, asking 
for a hearing on tlie matter of sewer¬ 
age assessments. He said that he had 
just received notico by telephone that 
there was another petition from resi¬ 
dents of Ward Three, to tho same effect, 
which was being sent to the hall and 
would bo presented later. He moved 
that a hearing bo granted for Monday 
evening, Dec. 29tli, nt 8 p. m. 

Alderman Harbach amended to make 
the date next Monday, the 22nd. 

Alderman 'Fenno, said he moved the 
later date, as one member of the com¬ 
mon council was to be away next Mon¬ 
day, and he desired vory much to attend 
the hearing. 

Alderman Harbach said perhaps others 
would be away the 29th, and he saw no 
meed of putting it off. 

Alderman Fenno said he would with¬ 
draw his motion and refer the whole 
matter to the noxt city government. It 
was so late now that nothing could be 
done, and it would be just as well. 

Alderman Uarbach’s amendment was 
adopted, the motion to have the bearing 
the 22nd, passed. 

MR. F. A. DEW80N RESIGNS. 

"Mayor Burr read the resignation of Mr. 
Francis A. Dowson, as member of tho 
water board, who stated that he had 
’been S years a member, and considered 
it an honor, which he had much enjoyed, 
especially the harmony that had always 
■prevailed in the board, but tho pressure I 
of bis private business compelled him to 
lender his resignation, and he asked that 
.he be relieved at once. 

Mayor Burr said that he read the com¬ 
munication with extreme regret, as Mr. 
IDewson had been one of tho most trust¬ 
worthy, capable and upright members 
of the*board, and his resignation was a 
.great public loss. 

The resignation was accepted, after 
which Mr. Wm. P. Ellison of Newton 
was appointed as Mr. Dewson’s succes¬ 
sor. 

A SEWER ORDINANCE. 

Alderman Harbach thou read an ordi¬ 
nance relating to sewers, which he asked 
to have referred to the committee on 
^ordinances. 

Alderman Fenno amended to lay on the 
table till after the hearing, as he said it 
was discourteous to those who asked for 
the hearing to go ahead and cut out the 
work without regard to anything they 
might say. 

.Alderman Harbach said there was no 
reason for laying the ordinance on the 
table, aud no discourtesy to the petition- , 
€rs was intended. It was iutended as 
a basis for the ordinance committee, 
and it would be a simple matter to make 
.changes. 

Alderman Fenno here read the petition 
•of Geo. S. Lovett and a number of other 
Ward Three tax payers, and said it 
seemed to him a direct slap in the face 
of these men to say, no matter what you 
3iave to say, we are going to put it 
through. 

A vote was then taken on Mr. Fenuo’s 
amendment, and it stood 2 to 2, aud the 
original motion failed by the same vote, 
.Messrs. Bond and Harbach voting yes 
and Fenno and Coffin no. 

There was some private discussion be¬ 
tween Messrs. Harbach and Cuffin, after 
which the latter moved to reconsider. 

Alderman Fenno said that there was no 
leason for railroading the matter through 
an such haste. Anything that was to 
cost the city about two millious of dol 
Bars was of too much importance to be 
crushed through, and the citizens had a 
right to ask for a little delay. 

Aldermm Harbach said Alderman 
iFenno has been the great objector from 
-the beginning, and he seems to object to 
•doing anything. He was always ready 
with an objection to whatever was 
proposed. 

Alderman Fenno said he thought he had 
A right to object, tho way things were 
<done. An ordinance would he presented 
Xo him all drawn up, only two or three 
liours before the meeting of the board, 
.and when he wanted to know what he 
-was to vote for he was charged with be- 
dug an objector. Ho did object to such 
tilings, itere was the whole sewerage 
•question; the sewerage committee was 
not called together until November, and 
now at the end of the year it was sought 
to railroad a scheme through without a 
reliance for discussion. 

Alderman Harbich said he thought 
the gentleman would find that the sewer 
^committee met in October. 

CITY SOLICITOR. 

On motion of Aldennau Bond, an 
•order appropriating $200 for the ex¬ 
penses in the City .Solicitor’s department 
was referred to the finance committee. 

AN EXPENSIVE MAIN. 

Alderman Harbach presented a report 
from the Water Board, lecommending 
.lint the petition of \V. S Appleton and 

• others for the laying of a water main in 
'Jie Oak Hill distiict without the usual 

-1 per cent guarantee ho granted, the 
onaiti to he 19,4:10 feet long aud estimated 
VO COSt *29,000. 

The report was accepted and an order 
presented lor the laying of 19 bid feet of 
iipc on Boylston, Barker, Dedham, Dud 
’ey aud .Jackson streets, at an expense of 
>.29,000. As Hie measure required a two 
•thirds vote it was laid over until more 
-aldermen were present. 

HEARINGS. 

Hearings were given on the applica- 
voii tor laying out a portion of Walnut 
street; relocating Chestnut street, from 
ioylftton t<* the railroad; widening of 
bleach street, near Couit: laying out of 
LJacon street; and granting W. J. Adams 
a license for a :) horse power boiler and 
engine, at J*59 Washington street, New- 
• on villa. 

Uliters were passed for the laying out 
*f Bucoii street; for widening of Beach 
street, aud for the relocati ju of Chestnut 
street. 

A petition waa received from the Wen- 
loll Phillips Association of Boston, 

• i:reeled to the Selectmen of Newton, 
taking for the use of City Hall for a 
>tblie meeting in behalf of raising fuuds 
x* erect a public building in Boston, to 

>ve used for the same purpose as the 
Cooper Union in New York. An order 
was passed granting them the free use 
. the hall, 

The common council disagreed to the 
.older for a hearing ou the 22nd, hut the 
.Aldermen adhered and tho common coun¬ 
cil finally agreed. 

'J’he board thou adjourned to the 22ud. 


A MOURNING CONGREGATION. 

FUNERAL OF REV. DAVID II. TAYI.OR AT 
NEWTON VILLK. 

The funeral of Rev. David II. Taylor ! 
took place from the Central Congrega¬ 
tional church, Newtonvillo, Saturday 
afternoon. The auditorium was com- 
pletly filled with the members of the j 
Central Congregational parish, the rela 
tives and delegations of the former 
parishioners of the deceased from 
.Jamaica Plain, Salem and Norwich, Ct. 
Among those present were noticed Presi¬ 
dent E. B. Andrews of Brown University; 
Rev. P. S. Moxon of Boston; Rev. P. A. 
Nordell, D. D., of New London, Ct.; , 
Mr. W. F. Ashton of Salem; Mr. B. F. 
Cutler nnd C. F. Sturtevant of Jamaica i 
Plain; Rev. R. A. White of Newtonvillo j 
and others. 

The services opened with singing by a 
mixed quartet, followed by prayer by 
Rev. Henry J. Patrick, D. D., pastor of 
the Second Congregational church and 
appropriate Scripture selections by Rev. 
Wolcott Calkins, D. D., pastor of tho 
Eliot church, preceding the opening ad- { 
dress by Rev. E. C. Farnham of Salem, 
who spoke substantially as follows: 

REV. MR. FARXIIAM*8 ADDRESS. 

I offer to-day only a brief tribute of 
affection. Perchance I may be mistaken, 
but I know not of any brother minister 
who can touch so far off a cord in the 
life of our dear departed and make it 
speak such swoet distant memories as 
myself. Twenty-five years ago this very 
month Henry Taylor, my only brother 
Seth Taylor Farnham, and I, on our w ay 
to the Connecticut Literary Institution, 
having reached Winsor Locks, found the 
old stago coach running between the 
Locks and Snffield crowded full. Wo 
three boys betook ourselves to the 
drivers seat, and there in the cold and 
dark that winter’s night, we helped to 
keep each other warm and glad in tho 
glow of a friendship that burned brightly 
at first, and that never for one instant 
during these twenty-five years has bad 
its llames choked by damp or chill. 

Six years ago and more our trio was 
broken. After a very brief struggle 
with the same decease that has struck 
this fatal blow, ray brother heard 
the call to higher tasks and laid down 
his earthly work. It is almost criminal 
in me that I cannot put my hand upon 
the letter that my dear Taylor wrote me 
then. How gifted he was in letter-writ¬ 
ing! and especially when sympathy or 
love made its appeal to his great warm 
heart. What if all who have been blessod 
by the tender touch of bis poetic mind, 
of his vivid imagination, of his bright 
faith iu the blessed hereafter,could speak 
now’ and bear witness to the comfort and 
strength which have been brought them 
in hours of trial by this messenger of 
God. He was a winged spirit to carry 
such missives. Of a sensitive nature, ho 
early learned how to suffer aud to rejoice 
with his fellow-men. 

When my own brother died, Taylor felt 
that he had lost a brother too. So our 
hearts were cemented closer than ever. 
You will credit now what I have to say. 
As a school boy, in all the wide range 
of jubilant young life, from wrestling 
matches to prayer meetings and the lead¬ 
ing of comrades to Christ, in the struggle 
lor prizes, in successes aud defeats, in 
the sterner battles of college days, in the 
wear and stress aud disappointment and 
joy of his chosen life-work, I have never 
once bad occasion to doubt the royal 
friendship and integrity of that heart 
now silent. What be did others may tell. 
As with all true men what he was, was 
greater than anything he evor did. Tho 
j fountain must be superior to tho streams 
flowing from it. His character excelled 
the measurement of his works; with noble 
I characters this must always be the case. 
And this lie was, a brignt mind, witli 
poetic imagination and insight, a great 
heart with tender and wide sympathies, 
a true f.iend through sun and cloud. 
Nature cast him in a generous mold. 
Of his early boyhood I know nothing, 
j Our first meeting was on the old stage 
coach. He must have been then a youth 
of seventeen. 1 judge that the early 
days had not been without discipline and 
toil. Yet they had conspired to smooth 
aud sharpen. Tho young life had not 
been hardened or embittered. Some- 
how the fine qualities of mind aud heart 
must have ma le themselves known ere 
: this, for an older brother had marked the 
possibilities that were wrapped up iu 
Henry and had set himself gladly to the 
task of assisting him to prepare for 
I college. 

That the noble vocation of the gospel 
minister was tho goal in view 1 do not 
doubt. For from the first days of our 
school life together, I do not remember 
that any one ever had any other prophesy 
for Taylor than that he was to he a 

1 ireacher of the gospel. At once he was 
mown in the school as a live Christian. 
He could speak and sing and study for 
Christ. He could romp and play aud 
down many a bigger hoy without any 
injury to his own or the other’s Christian 
spiiit. There was not a particle of cant 
in him. lie hated it so tliorougly, that 
he would sooner be accuse i of irreverence 
than of unreal piety. In those early 
school days Taylor was a boon compan¬ 
ion of James Hope Arthur, that live coal 
of holy z-:al for Christ that burned out 
all too quickly in our mission for Japan. 
Arthur was several yeais the senior of 
Taylor, and 1 am sure he loved him as a 
younger brother. It is more thau likely | 
that Taylor’s spirit was wanned to a 
brighter glow by contact with Arthur. 
At all events Taylor began thus early to 
work for the salvation of his school¬ 
mates out of Christ. 

. .You are asking for a glimpse of our dear 
brother in tiiu school days. 

.Sue him then, tail, graceful, s wift of 
foot. His eyes are suggestive of roguish- 
ness, and not infrequently does the 
hidden fountain bubble forth iu bright 
laughter or keen repartee and so prove 
your supposition true. You will find 
ii i id doing good w >rk iu his study aud iu 
the classroom. In the department of 
lexers he excels. He has early formed a 
style iu composition all his own that will 
hear careful scrutiny, it is strong and 
smooth and lucks not in imagination aud 
vividness. Ho has a few friends fastened 
with hooks of steel, yet he is friendly 
with all. When he rises to speak or pray 
hi the boys nrayer meeting you may be 
sure lie will not repeat what has been 
stid already. He has au experience all 
his own. Iu prayer he is particularly 
reverent and holiest and tender. Aud 
when lie leaves the meeting with his anil 
around the neck of some comrade whom 
he is endeavoring to lead to Christ, you 
w ill he glad that Taylor has found his 
chance to speak to that hoy aud you may 
he sure that wise and loving words will 
be uttered. 

Dear fellow, have those scenes long 
since closed. Aud are the college aud 
seminary Jays ended. Ami has there 


boon a decade nnd n half of sweet home 
lilies too snored to bo mentioned hero, 
:in-i the strain and stress and t<>11 <«t 
all your earthly work finished. So God 
w ills it. And for us, another mystery is 
added to tho many that wo cannot solve. 
Church nnd homo and loved ones claimed 
thee, lint thou didst hear n higher voice 
calling to a higher service and we could 
not keep thee. Good bye, husband, 
father, pastor, brother, friend. Wliat 
your own honest heart said of your dear 
brother Burns only a year ago shall now 
bo said of you. Upon many lives have 
you stamped tho truth of it and it is 
fitting to lie repeated. “Ho was true to 
his friends, to himsolf, nnd to his God. 
There was not a false note in him. Iho 
world is richer for his life, and heaven 
too; and though here upon the earth the 
tear-stained faces of loving friends are 
bowed in loneliness and grief at his 
departure, up in heaven tho hells ol 
welcome peal joyfully and long.’’ Such 
was David Henry Taylor. 

“One wbo never turned Ills back, but marched 
brenst forward; 

Never doubted elomls would break. 

Never dreamed, though right were worsted, 
wrong would triumph; 

Held we fall to ilse: are battled to fight better, 
sleep to wake. 

Rev. S. II. Howe, D. D., pastor of tho 
Congregational church, Norwich, Ct.. 
tho scene of Rev. Mr. Taylor’s ministerial 
labors before coming to Newtonvillo, 
paid a fitting tribute to the memory and 
tiio life work of the deceased. Ho said: 

REV. DR. HOWE’S ADDRESS. 

I esteem it a great privilege to take 
part in these sad memorial services to¬ 
day and to express in some measure the 
sorrow so universal in the city of our 
friend’s recent pastorate. It seems need¬ 
less to say to those who know the man 
whoso manly, useful life has gouo out so 
soon—too soon for us—that Norwich 
grieves with Nowtonville. If sorrow 
makes us oue, then these cities are near 
of touch to-day. To a great multitude 
representing all classes and All churches, 
this dark providence has come with a 
sense of personal bereavement. 

This will not seem strange to you for 
a lifo so true, so manly, so genuine, so 
consecrated comes into any community 
with the same impression. There is a 
common welcome to such a lifo and all 
hearts give it a like interpretation, so 
that through your own love aud admira¬ 
tion, you can infer the love and admira¬ 
tion which went forth lo him in other 
communities whero he has lived. Ho 
came to us as pastor of a large and inlln- 
ential church four years ago. I think he 
was a stranger wholly to tho community 
and tho church. It was but a little while, 
however, before wo were made aware 
that a man of fine spirit, a man of rare 
transparency of character, with the ring 
of rare genunineness had come among 
us, a man with whom we in other pulpits 
could enter into fellowship. Every pas¬ 
tor hailed him as a comrade and a broth¬ 
er without stopping to as much as ask a 
question concerning his ecclesiastical 
affiliations. The qualities of character 
which commands tho fellowship of 
his brethren of the clergy endeared 
him to the community. His warm sym¬ 
pathy with men, his Catholic spirit, 
his freedom from narrowness, his uncon¬ 
ventional and unprofessional'hearing, his 
outright sincerity, his courage in tho ad¬ 
vocacy of truth and his faithfulness to 
duty, won him the high regard and tho 
respect of those who did not have the 
opportunity of knowing him in the rela¬ 
tion of pastor and people. They were in¬ 
terested in him, attracted to him by his 
genuineness and his manliness—in a word 
by his fine, rich personality. 

His pastorate covered a period of three 
years. His grasp and mastery of the sit¬ 
uation was apparent from the beginning. 
Tiie church was united and enthusiastic in 
his lead. Congregations that filled the 
church gathered to his ministry. A con¬ 
stant, steady growth was maintained 
from the beginning to the close of his 
pastorate. The work of the church was 
thoroughly organized and brought to tho 
highest efficiency. The building seemed 
tho only res. mint upon the growth of 
the church and a movement was sot on 
foot for a new structure. Tho quality of 
Ins work in the ministry was as remark¬ 
able as the quantity. Its spiritual im- 
prossion, I believe to have been of in¬ 
estimable value. The estimate in which 
his work was held is attested by the 
following resolution unanimously voted 
at the weekly meeting of the Central 
Biptist church of which lie was the 
former pastor: 

“Whereas, we have learned with doep 
and sincere sorrow of the sudden and un¬ 
expected death of our late pastor and 
brother, the Rev. D. II. Taylor; aud 

Whereas, we cherish in our hearts ten¬ 
der and loving memuiies of him as our 
beloved leader and associate iu Christaiu 
endeavor, and 

Whereas, the work for tho Muster 
which he performed as pastor of this 
church in tin conversion of souls and the 
upbuilding of Christian character will 
abide when all earthly tilings shall have 
passed away; theeefore be it t % 

Resolved, That while we how in meek 
submission to the Divine will in calling 
from the activities of this world our late 
brother, we mourn with his atliicted wife 
aud children and weep with those who 
are so suddenly deprived of their pastor. 

Resolved, That we tender to his family 
the sympathy and condolence of this 
church, with tho assurance of our affec¬ 
tionate regard for his memory aud work 
among u 4. 

Resolved, That this preamble and these 
resolutions lie entered at length upon the 
records of this church and an attested 
copy ho forwarded to Mrs. Taylor.” 

In conclusion, Dr. Howe referred to 
| Rev. Dr. Taylor’s change of doctrinal 
views. Winn his mind had been made 
up, said the speaker, ho openly declared 
| his position to the people and quietly 
• withdrew, leaving the question of iiis 
; change umliscussed and bin action unde- 
; feuded. So manly was his hearing, son- 
1 tinned Dr. Ilowe, iu this important crisis 
<d his life, that no unprejudiced mind 
could do other than pronounce tho most 
| approving verdict upon his action. It 
was this change of view that gave him 
to you. That you had him for these 
closing months of his beautiful aud faith¬ 
ful life, that he should speak his last 
words to you, and that it was from your 
midst tliat lie passed up into the hereaf¬ 
ter, is your joy aud consolation. We can¬ 
not interpret tho goiug out of such a life. 
Wo can only hold our peace before God. 
What we do not know we shall know 
hereafter and iu that faith alone we hush 
our hearts to silence. 

Oilier eulogies were tenderly and 
lovingly spoken by Rev. W. A. Keose, 
pastor of the Trinity Congregational 
church, Lawrence; Rev. George E. Mer¬ 
rill, pastor of the First Baptist church. 
Newton; Rev. O. 1*. Gifford, pastor of 
the Baptist church, Brookline, and by 
Deacon W. F. Slocum of the Newtonvillo 
Central Congregational church. 

The following resolutions passed by 
tho Calvary Baptist church of Salem were 

Whereas, We tho Calvary Baptist 
< liuich, Salem, Mass., have learned,with 
sadness that oui dear brother aud funner 
pastor,; Rev. David Henry Taylor, has 


passed from his labors on earth to bis 
reward in heaven, therefore 

Resolved, That wo remember with 
much interest tho tliroo years of earnest 
and faithful toil among us, aud trust 
fruit is still maturing from tho seed then 
sown. 

Resolved, That while wo mourn wo 
yot submissively bow beforo this seem¬ 
ingly dark providence, that a lifo so full 
of usefulness should ho cut off while in 
tho vory midst of his labors. 

Resolved, That wo extend to tho 
deeply bereaved family our heartfelt 
sympathy in this their dark and trying 
hour, trusting that God will sustain them 
in the midst of their grief and causo that 
even this great trial will work out for 
them tho peacoablo fruits of righteous¬ 
ness, and that ho who has smitten may 
heal. 

Resolved, That we will send a copy 
of these resolutions to the atliicted family 
nnd enter them upon tho records of our 
church. 

Tho Horn) tributes were very beautiful, 
and included a wreath nnd broken sickle 
front the Central Congregational Sunday 
school; open book, inscribed “From 
Glory to Glory,” from the Central Con¬ 
gregational church; floral crescent, from 
Mrs. D. II. Taylor’s Sunday school class; 
wreath of roses, from Nowtonville 
Universalist church; beautiful assort¬ 
ment of cut flowers from the Newton 
Christian Endeavor Union; hunch of 
Easter lilies, from the W. C. T. U. of 
Jamaica Plain, and a floral stnr, wreath 
and other designs, from relatives aud 
friends. 

Tho remains were convoved to tho 
Newton cemetery and placed in the re¬ 
ceiving tomb. Tho pallbearers were 
Deacons W. F. Slocum, E. E. Stilos and 
E. W. Green, Messrs. C. E. Roberts, A. J. 
Gumming and A. W. Cole. 

During tho funeral services tho stores 
and business places were closed as a 
mark of respect to tho deceased.

Tlio Farmers* Alliance. 

The FarmotH’ Allinnco recently In ses¬ 
sion at Ocala, Fla., adopted ono plank 
which is sonsiblo, to say tbe lonst. It is 
that ono which declares that no moro 
money should be raised by taxation thnn 
is necessary to moot the requirements of 
tlio government, honestly and economi¬ 
cally administered, and that the singlo 
purpose of taxation should ho tho raising 
of such a revenue. That is also what 
the people said in tho Into clcctiou, but 
tho high protectionists in Congress do 
not seem to have appreciated tho full 
forco of tho peoplo’s most omphalic 
declaration, and scoff at tho suggestion 
that it would ho wise to heed it. 


He Goes With the Party. 

Ex-Postmastor (ieneral Clarkson says 
that ho thinks tlio Tariff should not 
liavo been raised in cortnin parts, hut it 
lins Ijcon made a part of the party policy, 
aud the truo thin* for Republicans to do 
now is to go on and show the benefits of 
an increase’ll tariff. Has it hocotne any 
more benetici.il by party adoption? Will 
it plcnRe tho people any better because 
tho party sticks to it? 

A Long Head. 

Jay Gould has a long head. He sees 
that tlio Republican party made a mis¬ 
take whon it increased tlio Tariff wall. 
J. G, is not much of a politician, but he 
has au eye to business. 

“Rising Sun” Morse and the Tariff. 

Mr. Horace P. Tobey makes the fol¬ 
lowing points about Congressman Morse 
and tho now Tariff in a letter to the Bos¬ 
ton Herald: 

That, in securing tho passage of the 
McKinley bill, Mr. Elijah A. Morse, 
manufacturer, made a very excellent 
trade for himself. 

That plumbago is a product of Ameri¬ 
can mines, and is largely us^d in the 
manufacture of stove polish. He states 
himself that plumbago is produced in 
this country and that ho uses ten tons 
per day, nearly all of it imported. 

That, in voting for tho McKinley bill, 
he voted to put carbon In tlio form ot 
plumbago upon tho free list, while he 
voted to put carbon in the form of coal 
under a prohibitory duty. 

That he thus voted, nlso, to put a duty 
of 25 per cent, upon "blacking of all 
kinds,” which includes stove polish. 

That he thus voted, also, to double tho 
duty upon tin plate, of which his com¬ 
petitors make boxes for packing rival 
stove polish. 

That ho thus voted, also, to increase 
by 50 per cent, tho duty upon tlio bottles 
in which his competitors pack rival stove 
polish. 

That lie thus voted,also,not to increaso 
the duty upon the paper in which he 
packs his own stove polish. 

That he advertises in tho newspapers, 
as a recommendation for his own stove 
polish, that "tho consumer pays for no 
expensive tin or glass with every pur¬ 
chase.” 

That, therefore,in thus voting he voted 
to secure to himself free raw materials 
and protected product, and to increase 
the manufacturing costs of his competi¬ 
tors. • 

That tree plumbago aud protected 
stove polish meet his ideas of propriety. 
Free iron ore and dutiable shovels are 
not to ho thought of. 

That, when Mr. Morse legislates for 
his own interests, he can see the com¬ 
patibility of free raw materials and pro¬ 
tected goods; when li is constituents 
petitioned for free iron ore ho denounced 
tlio request as a "croak for freo raw 
materials,” rang in tlio freo trade alarm 
bell, and assorted the incompatibility of 
free raw material and protected manu¬ 
facture. 

In further illustration of the point, I 
quote from Mr. Morse’s at tide in the 
lierald of Oct. 20, 1800: 

If wearemhtivo free coal and freo Iron ami 
free wool, wo must have free cordage, freo car- 
net tacks, free boots and shoes. Nell her Mr. 
McFaiiin nor any one else can ride two horses 
going in opkositu direct ons at the same time, 
one culled protection, ami the other free trade. 

Finally, that it is not, therefore, alto¬ 
gether surprising that we see him striv¬ 
ing to rally his disheartened forces, and 
proclaiming: “1 have not modified my 
opinion on the McKinley bill in the 
slightest.” 

How tho McKinley Bill was Passed. 

Not only is tlio McKinley hill a new 
departure in Atnericnn politics; in no 
wise justified by any existing conditions. 
Its passage was procured by unpre¬ 
cedented means. Never before have 
such enormous sums been contributed 
to carry an election. Never before has 
bribery beea so unblushing. 

And not only was the campaign unpre¬ 
cedented in American politics. The 
methods adopted to pass the hill were 
equally novel. Rules wore made in the 
house which cut off debate there, aud 
reversed the rule, hitherto held sacred, 
and udvocateil by Garfield, Blaine and 
Reed himself, tiiat the minority could in¬ 
sist that a majority of the whole number 
electod should pass a bill. This rule had 
commended itself to tiie people of many 
of tho States. They had embodied it in 
their Constitutions. But Reed and his 
subservient followers trampled it under 
foot. The power thus acquired, they 
used to unseat Democrats legally eleoted; 
and thus obtained a more manageable 
majority. In the Senate the majority 
were equally unscrupulous. They seat¬ 
ed tho two Republican contestants from 
Montana, although the votes as east, the 
judgment of tho Supreme Court of tho 
Territory, and tho certificate of the Gov¬ 
ernor of the State were all in favor of 
the Democratic Senators. Ami with tho 
majorities thus acquired new States were 
ndmitted, although their population was 
not enough to entitle them to a single 
seat iii the House of Representatives. 
Tho McKinley hill was really passed by 
tho votes of eight senators who repre¬ 
sented less than oiic-lifih tho population 
of th* State of Now York. 

Prosperity Uuder Low Tariffs. 

Iu spite of all the reasous which led 
Hamilton to recommend the first tariff 
which was adopted by Congress, his 
views differed essentially from those of 
our present tariff inukers. Hu was uot a 
high tariff utau iu tho sense iu which 
Jho/O words aro now used. Tlio rates of 
duty which lie proposud wore moderate, 


and would now ho called by tho advo¬ 
cates ot a high tariff, absurdly low. The 
average rate of duty under Iho tariff of 
188:1 was about forty-seven per cent. 
Under tlio McKinley hill it is at loast 
sixty per coni. Tlio rate under tho first 
tariff was seven and a half per cent, on 
most articles thVit, were taxable. Wool, 
lead and copper were on tho freo list,aud 
the rate on non enumoratod articles w as 
only tlvo percent. The tariffs which 
existed 111 this country from 17811 to 1800. 
established rates of duty which would 
now ho looked upon as oxtromoly moder¬ 
ate. To this statement there rare hut 
two exceptions. High taiiffs were in 
forco from 1824 to 18.fi, and again from 
1842 to 1840,thirteen years out of sovonty- 
ono. Under tlio operation of tlio tariffs, 
manufacturers prospeicd and the farmers 
did not suffer. During this period it was 
true as Hamilton said: "Nothing can 
afford so advantageous an employment 
for capitnl and labor, as tlio conversion 
of this extensive wilderness into culti¬ 
vated farms.” It is noticeatdo that both 
of tho high tariffs to which I have re¬ 
ferred, causod great dissatisfaction and 
that tlio gloomy predictions which were 
made respecting the results of their re- 
ponl were not verified by experience. 
On tlio contrary tho country was never 
so prosperous as from 18-lfi to 1857. In 
tho latter year wo woro confronted with 
tho problem of a surplus and Congress 
mot it by reducing tho rates of taxation. 
Tnis was done in 1857, almost without 
serious opposition. Tho Reputilicnn 
leaders, Wilson and Sumner, of Massa¬ 
chusetts, and Seward of Now York, 
united with the Democrats n this revis¬ 
ion and reduction of the tariff. Al¬ 
though the prosperity of tlio country 
recoived in tlio fall of 1857 a temporary 
check as tlio result of over-speculation, 
yet it speedily rallied, and tho universal 
testimony in the census year of 1800 was 
that its prosperity was beyond all ex¬ 
ample; as shown by the following state¬ 
ment by Mr. J. M. Edwards, who wrote 
tlio introduction to tlio volume on manu¬ 
facture: 

"Tho aggregate values in 1800, of our 
manufactures, reach the enormous sum 
of 2,000 millions of dollars, hiving been 
multiplied ten times within fifty years, 
ending iu 1800, whilst our population in 
the same period lias increased four and u 
half fold.” 

"These amazing results, whilst meas¬ 
urably affected by the wealth of our soil, 
its successful tillage and abundant har¬ 
vests, aro yet directly traceable to tlio 
science, artisan skill, industry aud ener¬ 
gy of the Americau people iu tho great 
department of manufactures.”

SEWERAGE ASSESSMENTS. 

A hearing is to bo given next Monday 
evening on the question of sewerage as- 
sesments aud other matters which the 
citizens do not understand, and thcro is 
evidently a good deal of opposition 
among the largo Lax payers to rushing 
any matter involving such large expend¬ 
itures through the City Council without 
fuller discussion of all the provisions. 

The tax payers have a right to know 
what is being done, and just hero the 
seworago committee made their mistake. 
No one doubts that they have studied up 
the matter thouroughly, have made full 
investigations as to the best methods of 
laying assessments, and arranging for the 
work, but they should tako the people a 
littlo more into their confidence. The 
people like to know the whys and where¬ 
fores, not because they doubt the ability 
or the honesty of the committee, but as 
they will have to foot the bills they do 
not like to be absolutely shut out from 
explanations. 

The trouble arises probably from the 
fact that Alderman llarbaob, the chair¬ 
man of the committee, is not a talker, 
but acts on the principle that the fewest 
words possible is the best policy. Con¬ 
sequently. the other members and the 
citizens generally have their breath com¬ 
pletely taken away wheu he suddenly 
and without warning plumps down 
before the board a fully developed plan, 
and asks to have it pushed through at 
once, without discussion, and as his own 
mind is fully made up, he does Dot see 
why any one else should need any expla¬ 
nations, or not be fully prepared to vote 
upon the question at a moment’s notice. 
Alderman Fenno, ou the other hand, is 
conservative enough to desire to under¬ 
stand a question before voting, and does 
not believe in rushing things through 
^without opportunity for discussion and 
explanation, so that the people may 
(understand what is being done. 

The whole sewerage busiuess illus¬ 
trates the two ways of doing a thing. A 
committee was appointed by the Hos¬ 
pital Trustees to look after the sewerage 
question. They went to see the Metro¬ 
politan Commissioners,' did their work, 
and let the people know through the 
newspapers, what had been accom¬ 
plished and what was going on, and 
therefore received credit for great ser¬ 
vice to the city. A committee from the 
city government had also been at work 
but they had kept all knowledge of their 
doings from the papers, aud yet when 
the report of the work of the Hospital 
committee was made public, they as¬ 
sumed they had been slighted intention¬ 
ally, and not been given any credit be¬ 
cause of some ill feeling somewhere. 
The newspapers can’t keep detectives to 
dog the footsteps of the city fathers nor 
corkscrews to open unwilling mouths, 
and the moral of it is that if they want 
people to know what they have done, 
■they should descend a little, and use the 
proper channels for communicating with 
the public. 

To keep absolute silence on a question 
of so much importance as that of sewer, 
tug tke whole city of Newton, anp then 
to plump down their report the last 
mouth in year and a ask that it be bassed 
at once, as though it was au order appro¬ 
priating $50 for u water main, without 
explanations, or arguments to show that 
the very best possible of all ways bad 
been fovnd, is asking altogether too much 
of any city government, aud it is fortu¬ 
nate that even one alderman had the cour¬ 
age to get up and protest. The plan 
(proposed very possibly is the best that 
could be adopted, but it is the duty of 
-theSewerage committee to convince the 
)>eople that it is s«, and not .act as if any 
questions or demands for exylauatioiiB 
were a peison.il utfrout. The citizeus 
don’t want to be iuvolved in an expdndi- 
ture of over a million dollars without 
kuowiug something.of w hat is to be done. 
If any explanation had been given, or 
the other members or the citizeus had 
been prepared for what wan to come, 
there would have been no objection to 
l>u*biug the whole busiuess through now’ 
even if it is just at the close of the year. 
The city council w’us ipteuded to be a 
deliberative body,it should be remember¬ 
ed,and so far there has been no delibera¬ 
tion id either branch upon the sewerage 
plans aud if the members have any ku awl- 
edge of the City Engineer's plans they 
•lid not obtain that knowledge at any of 
the pablic sessions of the City Council, 
although probably |they have all read 
the report aud could pass a civil service 
examination upon all the details! 


STREET 1UJL.WA V M ATTEKS, 

The question of gettiug some revenue 
out of the use of streets by street rail¬ 
way companies seems to be favored in 
other cities us well as Newton. Some 


time ago Alderman Johnson introduced 
an order into the board of aldermen, au¬ 
thorizing the mayor to petition the 
legislature for such power, and since then 
other cities have taken It up and the 
mayor of Boston has sent out communica¬ 
tions to other cities, asking that they 
cooporate with Boston in an effort to 
obtain tho passage of an act by 
the legislature, authorizing cities ami 
towns to require returns for tho use of 
streets by private cooparations. 

Tho Waltham city government wore 
recently asked by tho Newton street 
railway company for leave to extend 
their tracks through certain stroots and 
on Monday night tho Waltham aldermen 
made both a miniorlty and majority ro- 
port, but finally tho whole matter was 
referred to tho next city government, 
with tho understanding that the next 
legislature will bo asked to tako some 
action, and nothing will be done until 
tlio result of the petition to tho logisla 
turc is known. 

In many other cities tho stroet rail¬ 
ways pay something for the use of the 
streets, and thore seems to be no reason 
why tho street railways should not pay 
something for a right of way, just as 
steam railroads have to do. 

In Boston, for instance, tho West End 
Company is making an enormous incomo 
out of its use of the public streets, which 
its cars monopolize in some sections to 
tho great inconvenience of thoso for 
whom the streets were laid out, and tho 
citygots nothing inreturn. Mr. Bellamy 
would probably recommend that Boston 
should make the West End Company a 
municipal concern, and get the benefit 
from the large revenue,but it is too early 
for such proceedings. Nevertheless, 
Boston is very much iu need of money, 
which has now to bo borrowed, and if it 
had only sold the franchise for its 
street railways, it could now bo enjoying 
a large and much needed incomo from 
this sourco. Street railways are a neces¬ 
sity, but they are at tho same timo a nui¬ 
sance, and for that reason a city ought 
to get some revenue from them, instead 
of having all tho profits go into the pock¬ 
ets of a private corporation, thus puttiug 
it in a position to own legislature aud 
have laws made for its privrte benifit. 


ANOTHER SUPERINTENDENT. 

The school board has finally made 
choice of a superintendent, and the sub¬ 
committee, Messrs. Drew, Lawrence,Put¬ 
ney, Mrs. Davis and Mr. Harwood, 
reported unanimously this week in favor 
of Mr. Joseph C. Jones of New York, 
who is very highly recommended. He is 
48 years of age, was graduated at Michi¬ 
gan University, aud has served as super¬ 
intendent of schools at East Sagiuaw, 
Mich. It is quite a coincidence that he 
succeeded Mr. Emerson at Harper Broth¬ 
ers, and now succeeds him here in New. 
ton. Thejcommittee have voted to raise 
his salary to $3,500, as he was getting 
$5,000 from the Harper Brothers. 

Mrs. Alice Freeman Palmer was one of 
those who recommended him most 
strongly, she having had charge of a 
school iu East Saginaw, while Mr. Joues 
was superintendent, and was much im¬ 
pressed with his excellence as an educa¬ 
tor. 

It is in the nature of an experiment to 
choose a western man as superintendent 
of schools in a New England city, for the 
general practice is quite the other way, 
but the west is progressive and may bo 
able to teach New England valuable les¬ 
sons in regard to educational systems, 
and it can be said that the Michigan 
school system stands as high as that of 
any state outside of New England. Mr. 
Joues will come without prejudices in 
favor of any established customs, and 
should be received without prejudice, 
and judged of by his merits. Any popu¬ 
lar prejudice against the majority of the 
sub-committee should not exteud to him, 
and it is said that Mr. A. L. Harwood, 
who was one of the committee and knows 
by practical experience what the schools 
of Newton need, was in]favor of call¬ 
ing Mr. Jones. Mr. J. E. Hollis, chair¬ 
man of the school board, has also met 
Mr. Jones, and was impressed very 
favorably by his personal appearance 
and by his record as au educator. 

Mr. Jones is said to be a gentleman of 
very engaging social qualities, of the 
highest character,aud one who commands 
the respect aud confidence of educators 
generally. Tho position he is to hold is 
a very important one for the parents and 
pupils of Newton, and those who know 
the most about him feel the greatest 
confidence that lie will prove an admirable 
official. 

It is said that the school board will 
not make the mistake of combining the 
ofii.'esof superintendent and seoretaiy, 
aud wheu the new superintendent comes 
the latter ofiice will probably be given to 
Mrs. Sherwood, who has a thoiough 
familiarity with all the details and is 
well fittei to discharge the duties. Mr. 
A. L. Harwood has filled the position 
temporarily, but it is doubtful if he 
would take it permanently, although 
there is no question about the very satis¬ 
factory maimer iu which he has dis¬ 
charged the (luties-of the ofiice. 

SumK years ago a spasm of economy 
passed over the city and the sole result 
v\ns the reduction of the salaries of the 
masters of the Bigelow, Mason aud 
Pierce schools, by $100 each. It was 
thought at the timo that au injustice was 
done, as these schools are the largest in 
the city, and their masters have been for 
' many years in tho city’s service. Theii 
salaries were restored to the former 
figures, at the meeting of the school 
board Wednesday night.

SCHOOL BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 

.lOSKril C. JONHS OF NRW YORK ELECTED 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

The school board hold n special meet¬ 
ing in tho high school building, Wednes¬ 
day evening. 

The most important buRinoss t ransac¬ 
ted was that of tho election of a 
Ruporintondant of schools to fill tho 
vacancy causod by the resignation of Mr. 
Thomas Emerson. 

Mr. Lawronco reported for tho commit¬ 
tee rocomtnonding for tho position Mr. 
Joseph 0. Jones of New York, and that 
gontloman was unanimously elected and 
bis salary fixed at $3,500 per annum. 
Mr. Jones is a graduate of tho Michigan 
University at Ann Arbor. For 7 years 
ho was superintendent of schools at 
Saginaw, Mich. He has been the head 
of tho educational publication depart¬ 
ment of Harper Brother’s Now York 
IIouso for tho past fow years, no was 
strongly recommended for tho position 
by Mrs. Alico Freeman Palmer, tho for- 
tnor principal of Wollosley College, who 
had charge of the Saginaw training 
school during Mr. Jone’s term of service 
as suporinteudout of schools in that city. 

In lespouso to a petition presented by 
Rev. Mr. nornbrooko, signed by over 400 
pupils of tho high school it was voted to 
fix the Christmas vacation commencing 
Wednesday noon, before Christmas, and 
extending to Jan. 5tli. A commumication 
from Maj. Uenyon asking for an appro¬ 
priation of $70 to buy 20 light guns for 
tho uso of boys in tho high school batta¬ 
lion was received’ The appropriation 
was refused. 

Tho rule governing the number taking 
part in tho high school graduating exer¬ 
cises was amended so that )lie number of 
students participating must have an 
average rank of not less than 75 per cent. 

On motion of Mr. Barnard $12,258 was 
appropriated for department oxpeuses of 
Decembor. Tho sum of $15,000 was 
transferred from tho general to tho inci¬ 
dental account. 

The committee on salaries recommen¬ 
ded that the salary of tho masters of the 
Bigelow, Mason and Peirce schools be 
fixed at $2,000 per anuum after Jan. 1. 
Some of the members of the board 
thought that the salaries of all the mas¬ 
ters should be raised, while others expres¬ 
sed the opinion that assistant teachers 
should be anpoiuted in caso where excess 
sive demands were made upon the head 
master’s timo. 

President Hyde and Dr. Baker objected 
to an increase in the ciseof three masters 
only because they believed that such ac¬ 
tion ignored tho long continued and 
faithful services of masters iu some of 
the other schools. Mr. Hollis stated 
that tho head masters of the Bigelow, 
Mason aud Peirce sohools had a larger 
number of rooms and scholars to look 
after and that heavier demands, there¬ 
fore, were mado upon their timo. The 
committee on salaries, after looking into 
the matter very carefully, recommended 
tho increase in tho case of throe masters, 
believed to be justly entitled to the raise 
on account of tlie extra labour performed 
in tho care of their schools. 

After considerable discussion, it was 
voted to nx tho salaries or tlie innntora of 
the Bigelow,Peirce and Masoasehools at 
$2000 per annum. 

Tho board adjourned at 9.05 o'clock. 


NEWTON CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 


OBSERVE FOREFATHERS DAY WITH AD¬ 
DRESSES BY REV. A. U. PLUMB AND 
MR. C. W. Ill LI.jOFBOSTON. 

The monthly gathering of the Newton 
Congregational Club Monday evening 
was a very interesting occasion to those 
present. The social hour was followed 
by an excellent supper,after which Presi¬ 
dent Slocum called to order, and prayer 
was offered by Rev. Mr. Cutler of Au. 
burndale. A select quartet, uuder the 
direetion of Mr. E. P. Marsh rendered 
Mrs. Iletnaus’ beautiful hymn, “The 
breaking waves dashed high, on a stern 
and rock-bound coast,” with other selec¬ 
tions during the evening. A committee 
was chosen to nominate a list of officers, 
except president, for the coming year. 
The outlook committee through Thomas 
Westou,Esq., referred briefly to the great 
loss sustained by the church at Newton- 
ville iu the death of its pastor, and it was 
voted that the executive committee 
prepare suitable exercises in memory of 
the late Rev. D. II. Taylor, in their 
judgineut,aud report at the next meeting. 

President Slocum briefly spoke of the 
topic of the eveniug. We meet in this 
our home circle in the spirit of true 
loyalty, to honor our forefathers. We 
feel that whatever we have of devotion 
to the common weal as citizeus or to the 
church ns Christians, we owe to the 
principles which our forefathers es¬ 
poused. Hu spoke of the beginiug of 
constitutional liberty, and of the New 
England town meeting; of some vital 
differences iu the character otyhese sttiers 
at Plymouth and at Jamestown. These 
characteristics have ever since been 
marked in the descendants of the two 
colonies. 

He introduced as the first speaker, Mr. 
Charles W. Hill of Boston, who thought 
it was uot easy to know what to say up¬ 
on this theme, for it would seem that 
all appropriate had already been said by 
abler men. Aud yet, after all, do we 
not sometimes lose sight of the impor¬ 
tance of this initial voyage of tho 
Mayflower. The forces which took 
passage on that vessel gave a new turn 
to human affairs. The Mayflower was 
a pioneer vessel. Tho world owes debts 
to pioneers iu all directions. We shall 
find the foundation of ull that has come 
to us of value was from tho old King 
James version of the Bihld. They 
conned it until they were imbued with 
the spirit ofjtho.trutliM it taught.Through 
this knowledge they were ahle to follow 
the truth until iu the fulness of time 
they saw the Sun of i ighteousuess arise 
with healing in his wings. They remem¬ 
bered the Sabbath, they favored the 
public school, their regard for truth aud 
all good things developed character. All 
these things should be commemorated 
and taught to our children. 

Rev. I)r. Plumb commenced iu gratula- 
tory compliment to the union of the 
seven chinches banded together iu one 
organization aud ouu company. The 
gieat piinciples which uuderly the cliar- 
acterof the forefathers aie ever new iu 
their appl.cation to our own lives. 
Kefernug to several innovations upon 
the strictness of some of tho forefathers 
teaching which arc ompb /ied iu the 
word of God, I u sa d it although 
many say these ti.iiigs bus uttie tobtav, 
“Vei/’lo* I" “t'uy will blay awile 


but awhile only, hecauso God Is in tho 
uforal law, and in the end will manifest 
himself.” Wo Hhoutd never confound 
human and divino authority in tho stato, 
but keep them separate. 

God is in the state, hut for what pur¬ 
pose? To uro the stato as an Instrument 
to promoto civilization and freedom. 
Tho church and state are both of divino 
authority, one for Rocnlar and tho other 
for spiritual purposes; one for timo, tho 
other for eternity. Tho stato should 
promote tho interests of civilization and 
freedom, but never seok to promoto re¬ 
ligion as an ond, hut only ns a means. 
Government depends upon morality; it 
must have morality or tho stato dies. 
It has a right to take care of itself and 
therefore to tench the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples of religion, that is, to do nnything 
necessary for its own life. This is not 
teaching religion. 

God is thus shown in the moral law, 
in tho stato, but greatest and best of all, 
in redemption God is in Cl rist reconciling 
tho world unto himself. Ho quoted from 
Mr. Gladstone as to tho rnsponsivenoss 
of tho religious life to religious truth. 
Tho address was a strong presentation of 
tho principle which tinderly good govern¬ 
ment, and upon which our forefathers 
worked when they founded this govern¬ 
ment so strong in tho spirit of truo liber¬ 
ty and freedom.

He 
wns appointed 1st Sergeant for brave con¬ 
duct ns a soldier nnd served in all tlie en¬ 
gagements and campaigns with Gen. Cus¬ 
ter. He was the first and prooably the 
last U. S. soldier who fired a shot in the 
famous battle of Tlie Little Big Horn, 
where Gen. Custer met bis dentil. Ills 
term of service in the regular army covered 
a period of 10 years, nnd lie wns granted an 
bonorablu discharge In December, 1876. 
On Jnn. 21, 1878, lie wns appointed on the 
Newton police force by Mayor William 
B. Fowle. nnd his service since ns a patrol¬ 
man lias been conspicuous for faithful nnd 
intelligent performance of duty. Officer 
Ryan is a member of the 28th and 61st 
Mass. Regiment Associations, Gen. It. S. 
McKenzie Garrison 4, Regular Army nnd

AN ORDINANCE 

Regulating Use and Fares of 
Hackney Carriages. 


Be it ordained hy the City Council of the City of 

Newton as follows:— 

Seition 1. Every hack, coach, cab, or other 
vehicle, except horse cars, whether on wheels or 
runners, drawn by one or more horses, or by any 
animal |>ower, and used for the conveyance of 
persons for hire, from place to place within the 
City, shall be deemed a hackney carriage within 
the meaning of this ordinance. 

Sect. 2. No person shall set up, use or drive 
any hackney carriage for the conveyance of i>er- 
sona for hire from place to place within the City, 
without a license for such carriage from the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 3. No person shall set up, use or drive 
any wagon, dray or other vehicle, whether on 
wheels or runners, for the conveyance from place 
to place within the City, for hire, of any goods- 
wares, merchandise, furniture, or any other arti¬ 
cle of transportation, without a license for such 
wagon, dray or vehicle from the Mayor and Alder, 
men. 

Sect. 4. The Mayor and Aldermen may g.'ant 
such licenses to suitable {tersons, and revoke the 
same at their discretion. For every license 60 
granted there shall be paid to the City Clerk, for 
the use of the City, the sum of one dollar. Pro¬ 
vided, however, that any owner of a hackney car¬ 
riage, job wagon, or other vehicle, who is licensed 
to set up or use more than one such vehicle, shall 
pay one dollar for the drst, amt fifty cents for each 
additional vehicle so licensed; and all licenses 
granted as aforesaid shall expire on the drst day 
of May next after the date thereof. 

Sect. 5. No |R*n»on under eighteen years of 
age shall drive or have charge of any hackney car¬ 
riage. wagon, dray or any other vehicle, licensed 
as aforesaid, without special permission hy the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 6. Ne driver or other |>erson having 
charge of any hackney errriage, wagon, dray or 
other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall place 
the same or |R<nnit the same t«> stand for hire in 
any other place than the stands assigned to it by 
the City Marshal under the direction of the Mayor 
and Aldermen, 

Sect. 7. Every driver or person having charge 
of any licensed liackuey carriage, shall,at all times 
when driving or waiting for employment, wear a 
budge on his liat or cap with the number of his 
carriage thereon iu metalie dgures, not less than 
one inch in size, ami so placed that the same may 
be distinctly seen and read. 

Sect. 8. Every driver or |terson having charge 
of any hackney carriage shall have the same con¬ 
spicuously imarked with the liceuscd number iu 
figures not less thuu one aial one-half inches long, 
and when using or driving the same iu the night 
time shall have tixed U|k>u some conspicuous part 
of the outside thereof.two lighted lamps with glass 
fronts and sides, haviug the number of tlie license 
of said carriage painted on the from and sides of 
said lamps iu such maimer as to bo distinctly seen 
whether such carriage be at rest or in motion. 
Every owner, driver or persou iu charge of any 
wagon, dray or other vehicle, 1 loomed as afore- 
I said for the convey uuoe from place to place within 
t’n* City, for hire, of any go-vis, wares, merchau- 
d se. furniture or othor articles, shall have place-1 
u|k>ii tlie outside and each side thereof, the name 
i of the owner aud the number of the license, in 
plain, legible word* and figures of uot less than 
one and one-half inches iu sixe. 

Sect. 9. The Mayor ami Aldermen may estab- 
1 lish the rates of furc for the conveyance of i>aa*cn- 
gers ill hackney carriages, and may revise the 
I same at pleasure. 

Sect. 10. Every ow iter, driver or |>ersoii having 
charge of a liackuey carriage shall have placed in 
some conspicuous place within said carnage, a 
card with the established rate of fare, if any, 
printed plainly tlu-reou. 

Sect. ll. No owner, driver or |htkou haviug 
! charge of a Uackuev carriage shall demand or re- 
: coiveu higher rate of fare than that established 
1 by the Mayor and Aldermen,or shall unreasonably 
J rot use to carry any (tasseugcr from any place to 
j any place w ithin tho city. 

| Sk-'T. li Whoever violates any of the provis¬ 
ions of this ordinance shall Ik- punished hy a line 
I not exceeding twentv dollars for each offence.

“The Kindergarten attempts a lational 
respectful treatment of children, leading 
them to do right for right’s Rake,abjuring 
all rewards savo tho pleasure of working 
for others, and the dulight that follows a 
good action, and all ptinishmcnts save 
those that follow an natural penalties of 
broken laws—tho obvious consequences 
of tho special bit of wrong whatever it 
may bo. Tho child’s will is addressed in 
such a way as to draw it on, if right, to 
turn it willingly, if wrong. If the child 
is unruly In play, he leaves tho circle and 
sits or stands by himself a miserable, 
lonely unit, until ho fools again in rym- 
pathy with the community. If ho 
destroys his work, lie unites the tottering 
fragments as host lie may, and takes the 
moral lesson homo with him. If he has 
neglected his own work, ho is not given 
the joy of working for others. If ho 
does hot work in harmony with his 
companions, a time is chosen when he 
will feel the RetiRe of isolation that comes 
from not living in unity with the prevail¬ 
ing spirit of good will. Hu can have as 
much liberty as is consistent with the 
liberty of other people, but no more. If 
wo could infuse the spirit of this kind of 
discipline Into family and school life, 
making it systematic and continuous 
from tho earliest yenrs, there would bo 
fewer morally “slack twisted” little 
creaturos, growing up into inefficient, 
bloodless manhood and womanhood. It 
would be a good deal of trouble, but 
then life is a good deal of trouble any 
way, if you come to that. Wo can’t 
expect to swallow tho universe like a pill 
and travel on through the world “like 
smiling images pushed from behind.” 

Virtue thrives in a bracing moral at¬ 
mosphere whore good actions are taken 
rather as a matter of course. The at¬ 
tempt to instill an idea of self govern¬ 
ment into tho tiny slips of humanity 
that find their way into the kinder¬ 
garten is most useful and-infinitely to be 
preferred to the most implicit blind 
obedience to arbitrary command. 

In tho former case we may hope to 
have, some time or other, an enlightened 
will and conscience struggling after tho 
right, failing often but rising superior to 
failure, because of an ever stronger joy 
iu right and shame for wrong.”

THE NONANTUM ASSAULT. 

CRITICAL CONDITION OF J1AIIONEY, THE 
VICTIM OF ANDREW TOOMEY’S BRUTALITY. 

Andrew Tootney was arraigned on the 
charge of assault and battery in the 
police court, Tuesday morning, and held 
in $2000 for his appearanco for trial at 
some futnro time, dependent upon the 
outcome of injuries received by Dennis 
Mahoney,who was assaulted by Toomey, 
Monday evening. The chances are that 
Toomey will be arraigned upon a graver 
charge, as Mahoney’s injuries are of a 
very serious character. 

Tho particulars of the assault are 
these: About 8 o’clock Monday evening 
Toomey, Mahoney and others w-ero cn- 
joyiug themselves in a mutual friend’s 
house, corner of Adams and Watertown 
streets, Nonantum. Toomey was sing¬ 
ing an Irish song, aud Mahoney broke in 
upon his vocal efforts with the remark: 
“I can’t understand that kind of Irish,” 
whereupon Toomey jumped up and 
struck Mahoney a powerful blow, hitting 
him under tho chin and knocking him 
completely olT his feet. He fell to the 
lloor in a heap, the blood streaming from 
his ears. Dr. Stearns was hastily sum¬ 
moned and the police authorities were 
notified. Toomey departed for his home 
on Bridge street, where he was arrested 
by < iflieer C. O. Davis. 

It was discovered upon examination 
that Mahoney’s skull had been fractured 
either by the force of the blow or in the 
fall. Mahoney’s condition gives some 
encouragement for his recovery, but it is 
tho opinion of his physician that the 
chances are against lnm. 

Toomey lias a rather unsavory record, 
and is very brutal when under the influ¬ 
ence of liquor. He has assnultod numer¬ 
ous persons, aud a short time ago was 
concerned in a serious row, which came 
very near crippl.ng John McNamara, 
whom ho cracked over tho head with a 
base ball bat. Toomey is over six feet 
iu height, heavily proportioned, and 
about 50 years of age. 

He was unable to furnish bail and was 
taken to the house of correction in East 
Cambridge, where ho will probably ro- 
maiu until his trial.

Recollections of a Boston Veteran. 

Dcmas S. Nichols, an old resident of 
Nowton, gives us a few facts, concern¬ 
ing the early days of handtuhs. Joined 
the Boston Fire Dept. »n 1840 and was 
assigned for duty on Suffolk No. 1 un¬ 
der command of Capt. Wm. Champney, 
and served from four to five years, but 
on account of tho introduction of Cochi- 
tuate water, tho company disbanded, 
then reorganized itself as a hoso com 
pany, and was known ns Hoso No. 5, un¬ 
der command of Capt. Wm. Lovell; was a 
member of this company about three and 
one half years. Was then trail stored to 
book and ladder No. 3 and during ray 
membership of six years was under com¬ 
mand of three captains viz., Mumford, 
Marshall and Marston. My membership 
in Boston covers a period of about 
twenty years, serving under the follow¬ 
ing Chiefs of Dept.: Wm. Barnicoat, 
Elisha Smith and Capt. Bird. The Fire 
Dept, of Boston at this time consisted of 
twenty hand engines, two hook and hid¬ 
den trucks and one city hoso. A few of 
the noted fires which I recnll may be of 
interest to some of the forty-nine. Among 
the first is the Still House Square fire, 
whiuh happened when I was running as 
volunteer, next was the Haverhill St. fire. 
I was then a member of Engiue 1, it was 
a bitter cold night aud cite hose froze 
several times. Next was the National 
Theatre, winch was destroyed by fire 
within my recollection, then the Fort 
Hill Fire in tho month of July, which 
burned over one and one half notes, the 
Catholic Church Cor. A St. and Broad¬ 
way, also Tremont Temple gutted and 
fireman injured. TheGerrish Market was 
burned, and North St. also suffered, a 
large brick block being burned, several 
were injured and axe man, Cbas. Warren, 
of the hook mid ladder, No. 8, killed by 
falling chimney while iu discharge of his 
duty. There is a matter of interest, 
w-hich may be recalled by some of tny 
companions, of seventeen fires occurring 
between five p. m. and 0.30 a. in. some 
engine doing duty at each tire. I after¬ 
ward joined tho Newton Fire Dept., 
where I remained fivo years, doing ser¬ 
vice under Orin Whipple, chief engineer, 
was assigned for duty on Eagle, No. (5, 
a hand engiue located in Newton Centre 
under command of Joseph E. Couseus. 
My recollection as to dates is not very 
clear so will have to refer to some of my 
brother members.

NEWTON DOST OFFICE ALL RIGHT. 

NO CHANGE DKAIRKD BY REPUBLICANS 
IN ITS MANAGEMENT. 

(From the Boston Herald,] 

The term of office of George H. Mor¬ 
gan, postmaster of Newton, expires Feb. 
22, 1891. He waa appointed by President 
Cleveland nearly four years ago, suc¬ 
ceeding to the office when it but poorly 
fulfilled the demands of the public. Oct 
1, 1888, free delivery was established’ 
largely through Postmaster Morgan’s ef¬ 
forts, only 18 months after bis appoint¬ 
ment. 

Many important improvements have 
been made in the Newton Postoffice dur¬ 
ing Postmaster Morgan’s administration. 
The office when lie took charge was 
crowded into a small space and provided 
with few conveniences. Following bis 
appointment, Postmaster Morgan com¬ 
menced the agitation for a first-class 
office. He wrote several letters to the 
postoffice department at Washington 
without result, and finally wrote to ex- 
Congressman Burnett, who interested 
himself in the matter. He came to New¬ 
ton and looked over the office, pronounc¬ 
ing it unsuited iu every way for the 

K rompt and satisfactory transaction of 
usiuess. The postoffice department 
finally leased a large store in Lancaster’s 
block, and had it fitted up iu first-class 
shape for postoffice purposes, putting in 
all necessary fixtures. The improve¬ 

ments cost about $2000. 

The office has been so well managed 
duriug the past four years that there is 
no opposition to the reappointment of 
Postmaster Morgan, who has proved to 
bo the right man iu the right place. A 
petitiou signed by over 9<i per 
cent, of the Republican voters of the 
Newton postoffice district urging the re¬ 
appointment of Postmaster Morgan has 
been forwarded to President Harrison. 
The signers of the petition include the 
chairman and members of the Republican 
ward committee, all the prominent Repub¬ 
licans, the president aud cashier of the 
Newton National Bank,the president and 
treasurer of the Newton & Watertown 
Gas Light Company,the superintendent of 
the Nonantum worsted mill, the editors 
of the Newton papers. Mayor elect Hib¬ 
bard, ex-Mayor W. P. Ellison, the city 
treasurer of Newton, all the local busi¬ 
ness men, clergymen, physicians and law¬ 
yers, the commander aud prominent 
members of Charles Ward post 02, G. A. 
II., Senator-elect Gorham D. Gilman, 
Judge John C. Kennedy of the municipal 
court aud all members of the city council 
residing within the limits of the Newton 
postoffice district. 

Everybody apparently in the Newton 
postoftice distiict favors the reappoint¬ 
ment of Postmaster Morgan, and there 
are no candidates at present in the field 
against him. 

Postmaster Morgan’s popularity is due 
to his attention to details of the office, 
courteous treatm*ent of the postoffice pat¬ 
rons, and the improvements in the ser¬ 
vice brought about largely through his 
efforts. The receipts of the Newton 
postoffice during his term of service have 
increased nearly 50 per cent. 

Chairman Coffin of the Newton Repub¬ 
lican ward and city committee stated yes¬ 
terday to a Herald reporter that he sign¬ 
ed Postmaster Morgan’s petition for re¬ 
appointment because the postoffice dur¬ 
ing his administration had been conducted 
with great ability and energy, aud to the 
satisfaction of the public. “1 am a 
believer in civil service reform,” added 
Chaiiman Coffin, “and I want to see Mr. 
Morgan returned in the interests of the 
public service. I hope and feel assured 
that his petitiou will be eudorsed by Con¬ 
gressman Candler.” 

The question of Postmaster Morgan's 
successor is undoubtedly solved. He 
will probably succeed himself.

MONDAY NIGHT'S I1R A III NO flit FORK THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 

Both branches of the City Council met 
Monday night and all the members of 
both branches were present. 

In the board of aldermen a petition 
was presented for the flooding of Pike’s 
pond for skating, and an order passed 
authorizing the water board to Hood it, 
which was amended by Alderman Bond, 
limiting the expenses to $-*•, as ho said 
they did not wish to plaeo all the miscel¬ 
laneous appropriation at the disposal of 
the water board. 

ANOTHER POLICE StONAI. REPORT. 

The aldermen, Messrs. Hamblen, liar- 
bach and Johnson, on the committee to 
investigate the workings of the Game- 
well police signal system, made the fol¬ 
lowing report: 

The committeo was organized Nov. 24, 
and nn order through Ids honor, the 
Mayor, was given to Chief Bixby to 
notify Capt. Uanlctt that until further 
notice, nothing bo done to any of the 
apparatus upon tho table, in the shape 
of repairs, but that tho batteries, boxes 
and wires, be kept in shape as usual. It 
should be understood that Cant.’ Uanlctt 
has had entire charge of the system 
siuce it was introduced into the city and 
has made all repairs (except what 
changes the Gamewoll have made) and 
has been in the Central Station, almost 
every day to remedy what was out of 
order. This he did up to the time the 
ordor was given. The order went into 
effect Nov. 25. 

The first investigation as a committee 
was made in tho evening of Dec. 2, 
Aldermen Hamblen and Hatbach driv¬ 
ing over the city, with Alderman John¬ 
son in the Central station. Ten boxes 
were pulled in and out of that number 
seven failed to properly register. Boxes 
01, 62 and 05 showed that some one had 
pulled in because the time was stamped 
on tape, but there was no telling what 
boxes they were. Box 53, a telephone 
was pulled in, but it did not register on 
the tape. Box 34 was very indistiuct. 
Box 32 the telephone call could just as 
well have been taken for wagon call. 
Boxes 41 and 30 all right. Box 23 did 
not register telephoue. Box 50 all right. 
It was intended to make one more tiial 
of the system before giving orders to 
have Capt. Itanlett overhaul aud repair, 
but was it working so badly that we con¬ 
cluded not to, and an order was given to 
fix up the system December 0. The ex¬ 
cuse given for boxes refusiug to register 
at all when pulling in, was, that a switch 
might be out of place being as they were 
on the front edge of the table, where 
they could be easily displaced, by any 
one in leaning over the table to see time 
on the tape. Dee. S and 9, a party rep¬ 
resenting tho Gamewell people, placed 
the switches on the back of the table out 
of the way and in other ways fixing the 
system in working order, aud when he 
left on Tuesday Dec. 9, the system wc 
supposed all right. Capt. Raulett from 
that time took charge again and by his 
book visited tho station nearly if not 
every morning, to see that it was all 
right. December 18, nine days after, 
the committee took another trip. This 
time Aldermen Johnson and Harbach 
pulling in and Aldermau Hamblen at the 
office. Thirteen boxes were visited and 
out of that number three refused to 
register, one refusing to register and to 
give return blow in box, and one refused 
on return blow’ only, as follows: Box 50 
did not stamp the time aud did not 
register telephone call. Box 02 did not 
register telephone cal'. B »x 05 did not 
give return blow. Box 53 did not give 
return blow or register wagou call. 
Box 41 did not register box number. 
There were fi ve dashes on type but of 
equal length aud equal distance apart. 
We have simply represented the system 
as we found it by personal attention. 

The report was accepted. 

Alderman Harbach presented the 
claims of J. \V. Peudergast, for com¬ 
pensation for injuries received though 
defective structure and engines of the 
city, and of James Hutchins, of River 
street, for damages by a drain construct¬ 
ed by the city on said street, which bad 
been allowed to empty on hi* land, 
flowing his cellar, making it impossible 
to rent the house, so that he had to live 
iu it himself, and causing sickness in his 
family. He named 8577 as the lowest 
amount for which lie would compromise. 
Both were referred to the claims com¬ 
mittee. 

OAK HILL WATER MAIN. 

Alderman Harbach brought up the 
order appropriating 829,(XX) for laying of 
water mains iu the O ik Hill district, but 
Aldermau Kcuno objected to the suspen¬ 
sion of the rules for a second leading and 
it went over. 

The free use of City Hall was granted 
to the class of 1890, N. 11. S. fora reunion 
on Dec. 30, 1890. 

Aldermau Hamblen reported on peti¬ 
tion of John Stearns for damages on 
accouut of change of grade on Parker 
street, giving him leivo to withdraw. 

The special committee ou making a 
change in the Read Fund committee to a 
regular board reported that the com¬ 
mittee should remain as at present. 

OAK HILL AGAIN. 

Alderman Harbach moved to recou- 
shier the vote oil tiie Oak Hill mains, 
but the motiou was lost. 

The Mayor appointed ('lias. A. Morse 
as Hosttnan on No. 2. Hose to tiill a 
vacancy. The board then took a recess 
till H o'oloek wbeli a

was held for the hearing on sewerage 
assessments. On inoHou of Alderman 
Johnson the chairman of the sewerage 
committe, Aldermau Harbach,was called 
on to explain tiie proposed method. He 
did this briefly and said that the city 
assumed the cost of maintenance and its 
proportion of the cost of the Metropoli¬ 
tan system. But the city sewers were to 
be assessed directly on the abutters', and 
the average cost was found to be 83 per 
foot, 81.00 on each side of the street. 

Mr. Geo. L. Lovett said that his idea 
was that there should be more time to 
think the matter over. There had been 
almost no discussion, the citizens did not 
understand the matter as the committee 
had not explained their method, aud he 
did not see why it should not go over to 
another year, especially as the method 
was diffeicni fiom the one in Boston. 

Mr. D. W. Farquhar sai J he should like 
lo find out what the plan of the commit¬ 
tee was, and he understood that the cost 
of the main of the Metropolitan system 
was to be assessed ou the w hole city. He 
asked what made up the cost of 83 per 
foot, aud if the main arteries iu Now ton 
Were included? 

Aldermau Harbach said it iucluded 
the whole system in Newton. 

Mr. Farquhar said there were three 
uiaiu arteries, he understood, one for 
Wards One and Seven aud part of Wutd 
.Six; one for Wards Two, Six aud Five, 
aud another for Wards Throe, Four aud 


Fivo. The small sewers ran from 0 to 20 
inched in diumotor, and the throe main 
ones were larger. 

Alderman Harbach said this was cor- 
rect. 

Mr. Farquhar said that simplified tho 
question; there wore three parts of tho 
sewerage system, the sowers, the sub- 
so.l drain -, and the surface drains. With 
this explanation the main thing is 
w hether this $.'* per foot is a right and 
equitable charge. Ho did not think any 
citizen questioned the main question of 
sewerage, but the committee bad not 
taken the public into their confidence n* 
much as they might have done. The 
charter of the city, ho understood, gave 
the citizens a right to have a hearing on 
all matters and also to assume the rights 
delegated to their representatives. For 
this reason the citizens had a right to be 
kept informed of what was going on. 
Since they had asked for a bearing tho 
petititioners had recelvod a caroful syn¬ 
opsis of the plans of tho committeo, but 
if the cost of tho Metropolitan sewer 
was put on tho whole city, why not 
put the cost of the three main arteries 
on tho whole city. Thev would bo the 
laigcst expenditure, and wore built for 
the future, and the future would got tho 
bonefit of them. They might not bo 
completed for ten or fiftoen years, and 
the citizens ought not to bo taxed for 
what would not be done for ton or fifteon 
years. Ho for one was ready to back up 
the committee for their arduous labors 
on the matter, but ho also felt that the 
tax was au onerous one, and if ho had to 
pay it be would like to know how much 
of it was for tho main arteries and how 
much for tho small sewer built for his 
use. 

Ex-Mayor Hyde said he came from back 
in tho country, on tho south side of tho 
city, where they did not expect sowers 
for a good many years, but ho approved 
of the plan of the committeo and felt 
that tho north side of the city should 
have sewers ns soon as connection could 
be made with the Metropolitan system. 
It was right and just that the cost of the 
sewers should be paid by the abuttors. 
It would take years, however, to sower 
the whole city, aud it would come very 
hard when sowers were Did through a 
sparsely settled district. He represented 
a farm which had a large frontage, 
and if a sewer was laid there,they might 
as well give tho farm to tho city. If 25 
per cent, was laid on the city, the Oak 
Hill man would pay his tax for 20 years 
before ho got any benefit of tho sowor- 
age system. Ho had found only one 
man in all ho talked with who favored 
the iniuority plan. 

Aldermau Fenno said he had signed 
the minority report, but he did not ad¬ 
vocate an immediate payment of the 25 
er cent., but to put it in a loug time 
ond, the system would cost more, as 
we were building it for tho future, and 
the future should help pay for it. The 
whole system will cost two millions, of 
which 8200,000 is for the Metropolitan 
sewers. He thought 8300,000 ought to be 
raised by bonds, toward the cost of the 
trunk sewers, and let future genera¬ 
tions pay for it. Wo are building largo 
enough for 40 years, and part of them 
will not bo built for 20 years, and 
why should the people of to-day pay for 
what will not be built for 20 years? 

Mr. E. W. Gay said he thought the as¬ 
sessments were as reasonable as the 
abuttors could expect. He represented 
an estate which had 2,000 feet of front¬ 
age and the cost to him .would bo large 
if sewers were built there at once, which 
he hoped would uot be the case. If the 
assessment had been made to cover 150 
feet in depth instead of 180 feet, 
it would cover the averege estate, and he 
thought also a board like the water board 
would be preferable to a joint commit¬ 
tee of the city couucil with its yearly 
changes. 

Councilman Bates said the mainten¬ 
ance of the Metropolitan system would 
add 40 cents a thousand to the tax rate, 
and if the main arteries were include i it 
would make 80 cents a thousand. 

Dr. Otis E. Hunt said that to pay for 
the sewers as they are built wouul be a 
burden and the cost had better be extend¬ 
ed over a term of years, than put all on 
at present. They could ease matters by 
putting one half on the abuttors and 
raise the rest by bonds. They could not 
make it equal any way. Take an estate 
on the main streets where land is valued 
I at 50 cents a foot, and the owner has a 
$10,000 house, and he would only be 
t ixed the same as the poor man on a side 
street, whose land was only worth 10 
! cents or less a foot,aud whose house was 
not worth more than 83,000. 

IT WAS NOT EqUITAlILE 
to make two such estates pay exactly the 
same, and we should in some way make 
people pay iu proportion to their means. 
If part was assessed on the abuttors aud 
part on the city we should be nearer an 
equitable adjustment of the cost. Iu 
instiy places the sewers would never be 
used by the abuttors, where they had 
only one faucet, aud no water closet. 
People who needed it the most would not 
use it. He said there was no danger in 
Newton, where people had good cess¬ 
pools, and he hoped some system not so 
onerous would he adopted. 

Mr. Marcus Morton asked if any other 
city or town had just this systen, and 
Alderman Harbach said it was 

COPIED FROM BROOKLINE. 

Mr. Morton said Brookline was a com¬ 
pact village with a small area, with few 
farms, and the land mostly held by 
wealthy people, but the conditions in 
Newton were very different. If the 
whole amount had to he paid it once, 
tuany owners iu Newton would have to 
mortgage their estates. One member 
front the remote districts said his section 
would not be served for 40 years, and the 
result would be that people would go 
where they would not be taxed for 40 
years. He doubted if the owners could 
get buck the cost it they wanted to sell 
their property. He had bad to heip pay 
for schools, and streets for the rest of 
the city, and saw no reason why the cost 
of sewers should uot be divided iu the 
same way. The proposed system did uot 
seem to him i quitable. 

Ex-Mayor Hyde said he did uot live 
so fur iu the country that lie had hayseed 
in his hair, but he knew that mutiy had 
been kept from coming to Newton from 
the lack of sewers, and property would 
decrease iu value iu Newton Corner aud 
Newtouville if sewers were not put iu. 
We kept pouring water iuto the ground 
aud bad got to have some way to get it 
ou), and we had more malaria now 
than lie bad ever known iu Newton. 

Dr. Hunt said that people ought to he 
disabused of the notion that water was 
bad for the health of the city. Air aud 
water reduced the sewage into its 
nimal elements aud made them harm- 
ess, and the more water there was used 
the le»s was the danger. It was only 
when filth was left ou top ot the ground 
that it was dangerous. Malaria cutue 
from decaying vegetation, but typhoid 
fever and diphtheria came from lack of 
howeragu. The salvation of the city was 
iu the amount of water used. 

Mr. W. E. Bullivaut said he had talked 
, with 25 or .30 gutitlumeu ou the question 
j aud no one seemed to kuow anything 


about tho aystem. Ho would like to 
bear what objection there was to the 
issuing of sewerage bonds. 

Alderman Hnrlme.lt said it would in¬ 
crease taxes and keep people from com¬ 
ing here. Secondly, it would place part 
of the burden on peraonnl property and 
lie thought the burden should fall oh real 
estate and not on personal property. 

Alderman Fenno said the stato sower 
would not be finished probably before 
tho spring or summer of 1892, aud there 
was no need of deciding at once as no 
assessments could bo collected until con¬ 
nections had been ntado with tho Metro¬ 
politan sower. 

Alderman Harbach said tho manner of 
collecting tho assessments should be 
fixed bofore anything was done, and wo 
should docido now so as to know where 
the money is coming from to pay for tho 
work. 

Mayor Burr said the stato commission¬ 
ers had promised thnt tho Metropolitan 
sower would bo ready to outer by Janu¬ 
ary, 1892. 

Mr. Lovett said tlioro was evon then no 
hurry on this matter. It was tho most 
important subject that bad over come be¬ 
fore tho city government,and time .should 
be taken to think it over. It might bo 
that tho best possible plan bad been 
found, but there would bo no harm in 
talking it over. 

Ex-Alderman Ward said that he had 
been chairman of tho sewerage commit¬ 
teo two years ago, and any one who had 
heard ns much of the matter ns ho had 
would want it settled at (Mice. It ouhgt 
to have been settled long ago. The 
method was ns just ns any that could be 
adopted. As for tho cost of maintenance, 
it would bo different from anything he 
ever kuew of, if it did not cost more 
than was estimated. 

Mr. J. Sturgis Pottor asked what was 
the custom iu other cities. 

Alderman Harbach said most other 
cities assume l-4tb of tho cost,but it was 
different in Newton, as hero wo had to 
have a separate system for drainage. Out 
of 00 cities 59 assess 3-4ths on the pro¬ 
perty. 

Mr. J. R. Carter said he did not see 
why personal property should be exempt. 
The whole question was one of public 
spirit, and wc all expect to pay our part. 
What differonco doos it mako whether it 
is assessed on real ostato alone or on that 
and personal property? For my own 
part, tho sewers would not benefit me, 
but I think we should have them for tho 
good of tho city. 

Ex-Alderman Mason said if part of 
tho main branch sowers wore built by 
bonds, and tho average cost of tho rest 
assessed on tho abbuttors, no one would 
object It did not make much difference 
as each would have to pay the whole cost 
sometime. But those who had sewers 
would have no further expense, while all 
tho rest of the city would bo taxed for 
part of the cost and yet have to pay for 
cleaning their cesspools. 

Mr. E. I’. Bond said that all agree that 
we must have sewerage, and that the 
abuttors should pay a part, if not all, 
but it seemed hardly fair to make tho man 
owning land worth a cent a foot pay just 
as much as the man owning laud worth 
50 cents a foot. Ho would like to have 
the committee take more time and think 
over it. 

Mr. Chas. S. Davis sympathized with 
.Mr. Bond; Newton did not compare with 
Brooxline; there tho land is worth front 
50 cents to two or three dollars a foot, 
aud there are.no farmers to speak of, so 
that the method might be fair there, 
while it would be very unequal in New¬ 
ton. He owned a good deal of land 
which could ouly bo used for farming 
purposes, and yet if sewers were laid on 
a street running through it he would 
have to pay just as much as if it was the 
most valuable land iu the city. 

Mr. Curtis Abbott thoughc that more 
time should ho taken in regard to the as¬ 
sessments and that it would not delay 
construction. 

Mr. Bullivaut asked Alderman Harbach 
why not carry the matter over for a few 
weeks until the citizens know more 
about it. 

Aldermau Harbach said tho whole 
thing should bo carried through this 
year. It was not proper to appropriate 
money and not know how we were going 
to pay it. By the time all the uew mem¬ 
bers next year get the subject studied 
up, it will be too late to do anything. 

Councilman Dutch said the committee 
hail done all iu its power to hasten the 
work and delay was dangerous It was 
unfair to assess any of the cost ou per¬ 
sonal property. He owned no teal estate 
and it would be unfair to tax him for 
sewerage. 

Mr. Simuel Farquhar asked how the 
money was to he raised to do the work 
next year. 

Alderman Fenno said that the city 
would issue bonds for 8350,000. 

Mr. Farquhar said that as no assess¬ 
ments would be made uutil next year, 
why not wait till then? 

Mr. Loyett said ho failed to see any 
satisfactory reason for refusiug to delay 
for a while, uutil the citizens had more 
information. 

Mr. Boud agteed with Mr. Lovett. 

After more remarks by Mr. Asahel 
Wheeler, Councilman Kstabrooke and 
others the bearing was closed. 

AFTER RECESS. 

After recess an order was passed ap¬ 
propriating 8000 for a drain ou Pearl 
street from Wabatt street to Laundry 
brook; also 81, 1 000 for drain on Court 
street from Washington through J. G. 
Lyford’s property. 

J. Reardon, who claimed damages, 
was given leave to withdraw. 

OAK 111 LI. AGAIN. 

Alderman Johnson moved to recon¬ 
sider the vote on refusing to suspend the 
rules in regard to Oak Hill water mains, 
aud it passed. 

Alderman Coffin asked why these 
should he laid without a guarantee. 

Alderman Harbach said the Oak Hill 
people had paid taxes for 30 years and 
received no benefit. They contributed 
some 87,000 every year aud only got back 
81.000 on streets. When water was first 
put iu mains were laid on all the main 
streets, service pipes to the cellar wall, 
ifml people were begged to use water, 
but none bad been laid iu this district. 

iu reply to Aldermau Coffin Aldermau 
Harbach said the present income from 
these mains would be about 8250. 

Aldermau Johusou said it was ouly 
fair to give the Oak Hill people water. 

Aldermau Boud said if people go off 
into a remote farming district for sake 
of low taxes, thev can’t expect immense 
expenditures will be made for them with 
no prospect of any adequate return. 

Aldermau Collin said he had had to 
pay 5 per cent, on an extension of the 
main ou Bellevue street, for 5 years, and 
we are continually refusing to lay a few 
feet without a guarantee. Why lay miles 
uuless we get some return. Due man 
there is buyiug up all adjoining laud so 
people can’t come ui, aim make the dis¬ 
trict self sustaining. 

Aldermau Harbach said if we give 
them water aud street lights perhaps this 
laud will increase iu value so they cau 
afford to sell some.

Tho order failed to pass by a vote of 4 
I to 3. 

An order passed appropriating $17,000 
for contract for supply of main pipes. 

An order passed making tho sowerago 
committee a joint standing committeo 
instead of a special committee. 

An ordor passed appropriating $200 for 
expensos of City Solicitor. 

SEWERAGE ORDINANCE. 

Alderman Bond roported the ordinnneo 
relativoj to sowerago and drainage, tho 
chairman dissenting, and it was tnovod 
that it pass to ho enrolled. 

Alderman Fenno asked when tho com¬ 
mittee met to consider it, to which Alder¬ 
man Bond replied, last Tuesday. 

Aldoinian Fenno said tho committeo 
mot the very next day, in snito of tho 
>otitioriH rocoivcd the night bofore for a 
tearing, and voted to put it through. If 
that was not railroading a measure ho did 
not know what was. 

Alderman Ilnrbach said the committee 
held themselves open to conviction but 
they had heard nothing toinflucuce them 
to ntako a change. 

Aldorman Fenno said that it was a direct 
slap at tho petitioners, and tho fncts boro 
him out. 

Alderman Harbach moved to amend 
the ordinance, in some score of verbal 
changes. 

Aldorman Fenno asked who drew up 
tho ordinance. 

Aldcrmntt Harbach said it was drawn 
up in tho city ongineor’s office, by tho 
city engineer iu consultation with him¬ 
self. 

Aldorman Fenno then called attention 
to a clause of tho ordinance forbiddiug 
tho use of a collar below a certain level, 
which he claimed conflicted with the 
statute,that no collars already built could 
be interfered with, and thought the City 
Solicitor hnd better look the ordinance 
over. 

Aldorman Hatbach said tie Citv 
Solicitor had already looked it over. 

Alderman Fonno asked if ho had dotte 
so hurriedly or hal his attention been 
called to this ospocial point. 

Alderman Harbach said he could not 
seo any conflict with the statute. 

Aldorman Pottee said a groat change 
had appeared to have come over people. 

A few weeks ago, wo were told that 
sewerago was tho great question and 
could not bo pusliod fast enough, and 
everything must bo sacrificed to it, and 
now wo are told wo are going too fast and 
must delay. 

After more discussion the ordinance 
was passed to be enrolled, but Alderman 
Fenno changed his vote and gave notice 
that he should move to reconsider at the 
next meeting. 

Tho board then adjourned to next 
Monday evening, but a special meeting 
has been calleu for this (Friday) even¬ 
ing.

The foremost influential Republican 
newspapers in tho West—The Chicago 
Tribune, Tho St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
tho St, Paul Pioneer Press and the 
Minneapolis Journal nro kicking against 
the McKinley bill and demanding a re¬ 
duction of tho tariff. 


How it Affects Wages. 

A dispatch from Trenton, N. J., De¬ 
cember 10 says: 

Tho Manufacturing Potters’ associa¬ 
tion, consisting of owners of potteries 
making sanitary ware in this city, Balti¬ 
more, and East Liverpool, hold a moot¬ 
ing in this city on Tuesday and decided 
to reduco tho wages of the operative pot¬ 
ters from 10 to 20 per cent. 

The pottery business is one of tho cliiof 
beneficiaries of tho tariff. Tho new tariff 
law does not incroaso tho rates of duty, 
but the McKinley administrative bill ac¬ 
complished indirectly an increase of from 
5 to 15 per cent. 

Poluted Questions. 

If Protection makes high wages why 
are tho wages of Free Trade England 
higher than those of Protectionist Bel¬ 
gium, Fiance and Germany, and why are 
tho wages of Russia, Austria and Italy, 
which have the highest tariffs in Europe, 
lower than any other wages in all that 
continent? Why are tho wages in New 
South Wales (Australia) so much higher 
than iu England, when there is practi¬ 
cally Free Trade between tho countries? 

Why is it fair that American copper 
should bo sold cheaper iu Loudon than 
it is in America? It lias boon so sold for 
years, and it has been caused solely by 
tho tariff. Do you think tho laborer in 
tlie mines got any more pay who mined 
the copper for tlie American market than 
the one who mined tho same cupper for 
the London market? • 

Why is it fair that an American farmer 
should pay $125.00 to $103 00 for an Amer¬ 
ican made “improved binder and reaper,” 
when the American maker of tho same 
sells the same identical machine to Ca¬ 
nadians and other colonists of Great Brit¬ 
ain for $05.00 to $115.00? 

The Time for Loav Tariff has Come. 

Every one of the conditions which 
Hamilton in 1789 put forward as the 
justification for his tariff policy has 
oeased to exist. Tho country is no 
longer weak and poor. It has become 
the richest and most powerful nation in 
the globe. It has more miles of railroad 
than all other countries of tho world put 
"together. Its manufactures have devel 
oped and become enormously productive, 
and many of them very profitable. They 
have had thirty years of a high protec¬ 
tive tariff. Improvements in tlie means 
of transportation have kept with the 
growth of tho country iu territory and 
make it practically more compact and 
accessible than it was in 1789. Its trade 
with foreign countries has enormously 
increased. Tho country with which our 
commerce is most extensive and most 
profitable, admits all tho products of this 
country except wine, spiiits and silver 
plate free of tax. It would seem there¬ 
fore that if wo are to follow the counsel 
of ohi’ earlier statesmen, or be guided by 
the rcasous which led them to advise the 
adoption of a tariff on imports, we should 
immediately set about its thorough 
revision, with tho view to a great reduc¬ 
tion in the rates of taxation it imposes. 

Ever since tlie war wo have reduced as 
rapidly as possible internal revenue 
taxes. The income tax has been re- 

f ealed; stamp duties have been repealed. 

Tactically all the internal revenue duties 
have been repoaled except those on 
spirits and tobacco. But the promises 
which were made when these taxes were 
imposed, that witli their reduction tlie 
corresponding rates of duty that had 
been levied upon imports should also be 
reduced, have not hem kept. There did 
seem to be a time when the policy of 
both parties would bo to effect reason¬ 
able reductions in the duties on imports. 
Many articles, and notably hides and 
quinine, were put upon tho free list 
without injury to manufacturer ami with 
great bene lit to the consumer. In 1872 a 
reduction of 10 per cent, was made upon 
almost all the tariff schedules. But the 
reduction of tiro revenues of tho country 
which followed tho commercial depres¬ 
sion of 1873 led to a restoration of tho 
rates of duty which had previously been 
levied, and tho McKinley bill greatly in¬ 
creased tlie rates of duty upou all articles 
in common use—hardware, earthenware, 
glass, cotton, linen aud woollen goods; as 
well as upon important raw materials, 
tin, leal ore mid wool especially. 

Tims the financial traditions of the 
country from its origin to tlie beginning 
of the war have been forgotten. For tlie 
first time in our history tho attempt is 
seriously made to destroy as far as possi¬ 
ble by legislation, our trade with foreign 
oounliios. Tlie author of tlie McKinley 
bill did not hesitate to declare that lie 
would prevent the importation of all 
articles that can be muue iu the United 
States. 

Tlie existing condition is distinctly 
this: Tariff legislation at Washington is 
influenced on tlie whole, not so much by 
a calm consideration of the subject, but 
by tlie peisisteut efforts of interested 
parties. Anyone who has followed care¬ 
fully tlie hearings before the Tariff Com¬ 
mission of 1883, or the hearings before 
the Ways and Means Commit toe of the 
House, or tho Finance Committee of the 
Seuate, has witnessed u constant succes¬ 
sion of importunities from men who 
cluini that they fear the competition of 
foreign producers, and wish such rates of 
duty (iiiposcd us will enable them to 
command the American market. The 
result of legislation iulluentod by the 
motives ami considerations which have 
bccu suggested must, iu tlie nature of 
things, be this. Men wlm think it right 
to go to Washington and obtain legisla¬ 
tion by which they hope to obtain a 
monopoly of the domestic market, and 
be enabled thereby to increase the prices 
for which they sell their goods, uio not 
sutislled with tlie protits of their lirst 
attempt. Tire curse that iu tho nature 


of things, inevitably follows all aucj, 
endeavors, Is this: Tho riicccrh whio 
ono man moots encourages his neighbor 
to make similar attempts. If one in¬ 
dustry is to bo benefited by nationi) 
legislation, why not author? If the 
leather mnnufaoturor is to ho ennblod to 
sell his leather at a higher rate than lie 
could otherwise command, why should 
not tho purchaser of hides have a tax 
upon tho foreign article, in the hone that 
ho miy thus get abetter price for tho 
skin of the nnimals ho slaughters. If tho 
manufacturer of brass and copper goods 
is to ho benefited by a tnx upon import¬ 
ed articles of like character, why should 
not the owner of a copper mine be 
guaranteed n profit of four cents a pound 
on his copper, in addition to that which 
ho would in tho abst nco of a duty he able 
to secure. And thus ns the product of 
ono industry is always tho material of 
another, tho constant tendoucy of tariff 
legislation is to movo in a vicious circle. 


Tho Fuels About Doctors. 

Tho difficulties with which doctor’s bills 
are collected is proverbial. People are 
not usually called upou to pay until they 
are bettor, and it is easy, when well, to 
forgot tho obligation you nro under to 
he man of medicine. 

Jokes about tho mortality inflicted by 
tho physician are too frequent. It may 
lio tliat such jokes nro meaningless, but 
thoy create a wrong impression—an iin- 
prossion which was better grounded in 
tho days when medical science was 
largely of tlie blistering, bleeding, 
mercury giving sort It took a rugged 
constitution to stand such treatment 
though no doubt, it frequently proved to 
be bonolicial in acute cotnpInintR. 

But whatever truth there may have 
boon formerly as a ground work for tho 
stories about keeping patients half sick 
for tho sake of the fees, and about 
physicking them to death, iu these days, 
there is no foundation for such sugges¬ 
tions. Dr. It. G. Eccles iu a recent lec¬ 
ture pays this just tribute to tho profes¬ 
sion : 

“Medicine in all ages has attracted into 
its ranks tho most self-sacrificing mem¬ 
bers of society. As a science, it was 
born in altruism. To this day it offers 
the greatest opportunities of any depart¬ 
ment of life for the practice of the most 
ennobling grace s of character. These 
constitute a primary cause of its evolu¬ 
tion. 

Medical men stand alone in tlie earth 
among all others, striving with their 
whole might to extinguish their own 
business. They preach temperance, 
virtue, and cleanliness, knowing well 
that, when tho people come to follow 
their advice, their occupation, like 
Othello’s, will ho gone. They establish 
boards of health, to arrest the spread 
of disease, while well aware that such 
sanitary measures steal money from their 
pursea. How well they succeed is shown 
by official statistics. 

Nobody over fails to send for a physi¬ 
cian in typhus fever. Only six persons 
iu a million die of this disease. Many 
more used to die when no effort towards 
its suppression was made. Whooping- 
cough seldom frightens parents, and 
neighborly old ladies of both sexes give 
advice. As a consequence, 428 in a 
million die of this disease. Measles, 
bciug a little more serious, needs the 
doctor oftener, and only 341 in a million 
die. Scarlet fever is still moro alarming, 
so that medical advice is more in demand, 
and 222 iu a million die of it. Diphtheria 
frightens still more, thus assuring the 
doctor’s presenco oftener, and. 108 in a 
million die. It is thus with every dis¬ 
ease; the fewer it kills, tho moro people 
fear it, because, if they did not fear it, 
they would play tho fool, and give it a 
chance to kill moro people. If bakers, 
grocers, dry goods men, carpenters and 
members of all other lines of business 

S ave as much of their labor in charity as 
octors do, poverty would iustantly be 
wiped from the earth.”—The Healthy 
Home.

THE SEWERAGE HEARING. 


The large attendance at the hearing on 
Sewerage assessments, before the City 
Council, Monday evening, showed that 
the citizens were very much interested 
an this matter and a large part of the 
Taxable property of Newton was repre¬ 
sented. No one objocted to the plan for 
Sewerage, but on the contrary seemed 
To have confidence that the committee 
had done their work carefully and 
thoroughly, and so the speakers favored 
jgoing ahead with that as fast as any one 
'desired. 

What they did object to was the settlc- 
ing of the very important question of 
Sewerage assessments, without giving 
time for the people to think the matter 
over. The whole question was presented 
to the City Council Dec. 8th, without 
warning or previous hint of any features 

the plans that were favored, and be¬ 
fore people had a chance to really know 
what the plans were, or how the assess¬ 
ments were to be levied, they heard that 
the whole thing was to be passed and be¬ 
come a law. 

If the committee had given to the 
public two or three months ago an out¬ 
line of the plan of making sewerage as¬ 
sessments, the citizens would have had 
•time to think the matter over, and there 
probably would have been no objection 
to passing the whole thing now and 
settling the matter. There would be 
objections, of course, to any plan of 
making assessments, as probably no 
plan that could bo adopted would be 
perfectly fair and equitable. After the 
people have had a chance to think the 
matter over they will see this, and all 
the committee have to do is to show that 
Jthe plan they propose is the fairest and 
most equitable of any that could be 
adapted in Newtou. The citizens are 
ready to be convinced and to submit to 
some injustice provided they are satisfied 
that any other plan would entail still 
greater injustice. 

The heariug had ouegood effect,that by 
a somewhat searching cross-examination 
of the cliairmau of the seweiago com¬ 
mittee by the citizens present, they 
aucceeded in bringing out a very clear 
explanation of the plans of the com¬ 
mittee, and the reasons for their favor¬ 
ing the plan they have adopted. This 
is a distinct gain, and a full report of 
the hearing is given on another page. It 
was shown very distinctly that no one 
was opposed to sewerage, and that the 
great objection to the committee’s plan 
•of assessments is that they sought to 
tp&ss it before the people had a chance to 
know anything about it. As one of the 
speakers said, it is the most important 
cmasuresiver presented to the city gov 
«rnment, and fur that reasou, it should 
be fully understood befoie it is adopted. 

The heariug brought' out these facts in 
atfctf&vor. The system of assessments is 
the one adopted in Urookliue, although 
it must be said that the conditions there 
are not exactly the same as in Xewton. # 
It also avoids putting any of the expense 
iuto the tax rate, and that is a good 
thing, as on the taxrate depends the 
2 >rosperity of Newton. [t also avoids 
(raxing a man until he has received the 
(benefit, although as the whole sum must 
be paid at s ime time, a good many tax¬ 
payers had rather anticipate it by a 
-small sum eac’t year than to have to pay 
xhe whole sum in a lump. It also brings 
«hc whole cost on the land, and iioue on 
persnial property, which sonu of the 
committee think is a strong recommend¬ 
ation. 

The objections brought out were that 

t does not tax people in accoidauce w ith 
their ability to pay. The man with a 
f 40,000 estate aud the mau with a $o,000 
v-xtate pay just the Hame per frout foot. 
Vacaut farming land worth live cents a 
foot pays just the same as laud in the 
hnsiness centres worth a dollar a foot. 
This d >es not seem either just or equita- 
; jle, bu> possibly the committee can show 

hat any other plan would he just as in- 
suitable, and they should do this before 
taking any action. The citizens are will- 
• ug to be convinced ami they would also 
v k t to be convinced. 

Jit is a very difiicult problem, anyway, 
but it is not necessary on that nccouut to 
b ush-auy solution of it through without 
j^iviug auy explanations, or alio wing peo¬ 
ple time to think it over. Most of the 
sewerage committee are reelected,and as 
tiiere are ouly one new alderman and 
new councilman next year, it 
woul 1 be quite as easy, probably, to ex¬ 
plain matters to them as it has beeu to 
t.kie present board, who have had ouly 
since l>ec. 8th to think of it, that is, 
;*kose who are not on the sewerage coin- 
aiittee. Most of the speakers at the 


hearing could see no reason for pushing 
tho matter through this year, or deciding 
about the assessment* a year before any 
of them can bo collected. 

COMMON COUNCIL CAUCUS. 

The Common Council Caucus Monday 
night was a drawn battle over the ques¬ 
tion of the Presidency, both Councilman 
Collins and Councilman Mead having six 
votes each. Tho contest lasted for a 
half dozen ballots with no other result, 
and then Councilman Mend, thinking 
that perhaps be was objected to on ac¬ 
count of his politics, Withdrew in faver 
of Councilman Churchill, ono of the 
staunchest Republicans in tho city. An 
informal ballot showed 7 for Churchill 
and 5 for Collins, but one of the latter 
quickly moved to take a formal ballot, so 
that tho chanco of ending the contest 
was lost. 

Tho members are said to hnvo been 
divided as follows: For Collins, Messrs. 
Grace, Forknnll, Dutch, Sprague, Jordan 
and Moulton. For Moad. Messrs. Church¬ 
ill, Merchant, Ruffe, Richardson, Hoth- 
feld and Weed. 

Party lines appeared to liavo been lost 
sight of, as Mr. Grace, who was olectcd 
on the Citizens’ ticket and was expected 
to vote for Mr. Mead, went over to Mr. 
Collins, and tho rest voted without re. 
gard to politics. 

There is said to have been a very hot 
campaign waged, and that the six-Mend 
men will hold out indefinitely. The 
members bold another caucus this 
(Friday) evening, to try and Bettle tho 
matter, and possibly a compromise can¬ 
didate will have to bo selected before 
any result can be reached. As the Presi¬ 
dent of the Council has a seat on the 
school board the issue has an element of 
interest for the whole city. 

Henry George’s ideas on the taxation 
of land is evidently making progress. In 
the hearine on sewerage assessments be¬ 
fore the City Council both Alderman 
Harbach and Councilman Dutch were 
urgent advocates of the Georgian theory 
that land only should bo taxed, to pay 
for the sewers, and they also advocated 
that all land on streets through which 
sewers are built be taxed equally, uo 
matter wbether it was worth oue dollar 
or one cent a foot. This is carrying the 
theory to its extreme limit, but it would 
be very popular with those who own the 
one dollar a foot land. Mr. Dutch said 
fraDkly that as he owned no real ostato 
he did not think he should be taxed on 
personal property to pay for sowers, but 
he would probably find that by an in¬ 
crease in his rents, he will have to pay 
for sewerage just the same, if the cost of 
the sewers should all be assessed ou land, 
and that is where the land owners have 
the advantage, if their land has buildings 
upon it that are in demand for business 
or living purposes. Howover tho intro¬ 
duction of Georgian theories about laud 
taxation in our City Council shows that 
Newton is up to tho times. 


The petition for the reappointment of 
Postmaster Morgau is oue of the strong¬ 
est petitions ever sent out of Newton, as 
it has upon it the names of the chairman 
of the Republican Ward and City Com¬ 
mittee, the Republican representatives 
from Wards One aud Seven, and all the 
prominent Republicans of the two wards. 
Such a petition is a strong testimony to 
Postmaster Morgan’s populaiity with 
the patrons of the office aud ought to se¬ 
cure his retention. Congressman Cand¬ 
ler has so far listened to tUe wishes of 
the people who patronize the post offices, 
aud has succeeded iu securing reappoint¬ 
ments where they have been asked for. 
In this case there is no opposition, so 
that the reappointment ought to be made 
as a matter of course. In another col¬ 
umn we give au article flora the Boston 
Herald, every word of which will be 
endorsed by the people of Newton. 
Chairman Coffin signed the petition 
because he believes in civil service re¬ 
form, and that good men should he 
reappointed, without regard to politics. 


The water main for the Oak Hill dir- 
1 trict called out quite a discussion Mon¬ 
day night, and those who favored it ex¬ 
hausted every etTort to get it through, 
hut the requisite two thirds voto could 
not be gained. The district needs water 
for tire purposes, aud if there had been 
any prospect of five per cent return in 
the near future the order would have 
been passed. Perhaps when that new 
railroad, of which so much has been j 
said, gets to runniug, the district will 
he developed aud have all the modern 
conveniences. But for the present, as 
Alderman l'ettee says the ouly thing the 
city council has been willing to give 
them is the Poor House. 


i The question of committee places is 
; agitating the members of tho next City 
; Couuoil aud some of those who worked 
against the Citizous, are said to he fear¬ 
ful that they will not get vory desirable 
places. But Mr. Hibbard is not that petty 
kind of a man, and wheu the list comes 
out we predict that no one could tell 
from the assignments, on which side of 
the political fence the members were. 
Election was over some weeks ago, and 
now the good of the city is the ouly ques¬ 
tion to bu considered. 


The Boston Traveller has the follow 
itig editorial auuouucement: 

The suburban communities that have 
turned over the old-time town meeting i 
to a city hall coterie are not a little res¬ 
tive when great public interests are in¬ 
volved. Newton’s public hearing last 
I evening ou the question of entering the 
metropolitan sower was but the prelude 
to inass meetings that are sure to follow, 
unless the demands of the public are met. 

The “muss meetings that are soou to 
follow” is good, but the Traveller omits 
tir state wheu tho first one is to take 
place.

SEWERAGE ASSESSMENTS. 


SOME OF THE INEQUALITIES OF THE PRO¬ 
POSED SYSTEM. 


At a public hearing granted by the city 
government, the report of the committee on 
sewerage was discussed and the general 
opinion was In favor of “a delay on the 
question of the manner of assessments 
until the public could become better In¬ 
formed thereon.” 

Since the subject is open for public ex¬ 
amination, I trust the advantages and dis¬ 
advantages of the proposed system of 
«f assessments, will bo fully set forth 
through the pubilo press, “that the public 
may become better Informed thereon.” 

The report of the committee gives their 
conclusions without the reasons which led 
to those conclusions, which I regret at this 
time, since any criticism of a report would 
be more satisfactory with full data. How¬ 
ever, the plan recommended by the com¬ 
mittee seems to he so inequitable, that I 
will point out a few of its seeming inequa¬ 
lities in the hopes that they may he ex¬ 
plained away or corrected. The basis of 
assessment on the house sewer system ns 
given In tho committees report Is ns 
follows, viz: 4-10th of the cost is to be 
assessed on the frontage of land, and 0-10tli 
on the nren of land within 180 feet of the 
street sewered. The 4-10th Is given in the 
report as equalling <50 cents per front foot. 
The 6-10tli Is given in the report as G mills 
per square foot. Corner lots to pay in 
addition to the above, GO cents for each 
front foot on side street sewered, to the 
depth of 180 feet, exempting 00 feet on side street. 
To make clear the workings of tho clan the 
following tables have been prepared. The basis 
of depth. ISO feet assnred by tho committee, 
leaves all land belonging to estates having a 
greater depth than 180 feet, exempt at the 
present time from nn assessment, parties owning 
largo estates may enjoy them without expenso 
for sewer, until they are cut up and sold for house 
lots. Whether this is equitamo or not, let the 
hereafter decide, we must now deal witli the 
factor of 180 feet deep as recommended l»y the 
committee. 

Take as first example, a lot of land 100 ft. front 
by 180 feet deep. This is a good size house lot 
and If it is not on the corner of two streets 
sewered, the assessment for such n house lot will 
be 81.C8 per front foot viz. 

100 ft. front at GO cents i>er front foot $G0 00 

100 ft. front by 180 ft. deep equals 18000 sq. 

feet at G mills 108.00 

Total assessment lot 100 ft. by 180 ft. deep $168.00 
This price of $1.08 per front foot will be tho 
same on all lots except corner lots, where the 
depth is DO feet or more Lots of a less depth 
pay less per front foot although the cost of sewer 
is no less. The greater tho value of land, the less 
projiortionally is it taxed. Corner lots vary in 
price per front foot. A lot 100 ft. front by 180 
feet deep on the corner of two streets sewered, 
will be assessed os follows: 

100 ft. front at GO cents per front foot 8GO.OO 

100 ft. front by 180 ft. deep equnls 18000 sq. 

feet at 6 mills 108.00 

180 feet on side street less 00 feet exempt 
leaves 120 ft. front on side street at GO 
cents per front foot additional 72.00 

Total cost $210 00 

Assessment corner lot 100x180 feet, $2.40 j>er 
front foot. Corner lots 50 ft. front by 180 ft. deep 
will be assessed at $3.12 p*r fiont ft. Corner 
lots 25 ft- front (the basis assumed by the city for 
numbering bouses) by leO feet deep will be 
assessed 

26 ft. front at 60c. $15.00 

25 ft. front by 180 feet deep equals 4500 sq. 

feet at G mills 27.00 

180 ft. on side street less GO feet exempt 

120 feet at 60c. 72.00 

Assessment corner lot 25x180 feet $114.00 

Tho commercial value ot that narrow strip of 
land 120 feet front by only 25 feet deep will 
hardly account for the exceps cost of assessment 
per frout foot. 

One more illustration:—Take a lot cf lard on 
the corner of two streets, both of which are 
sewered Size of lot 6ox«o feet. The as.-e-sment 
will be on the basis of the committee’e|rccom- 
mendatlon. 

60 feet front at COc. per front foot equals $30.00 
GO ft. front by GO ft. deep equa’s 3000 square 

feet atG mills 2100 

Assefsment corner lot GOxGO ft. $57.60 

Cost per front It. corner lot bOxflO equals 96cents, 
Such lots of land can Ih* found iu the closely 
settled parts of the city. The business portion of 
tho city will furnish abundant illustrations. 
Most of that portion of our city will be found to 
contain lots of laud under, rattier t ban over 18» 
feet deep, aud the cost per front foot is iu pro¬ 
portion to the depth of the lot. On the basis laid 
down by the committee the business aud thickly 
settled portion of our city that most need tlie 
sewers, seem to pay the least assessment. The 
outer limits, where laud is cheap and largely 
unoccupied, must bear the heavy burden of the 
cost of our proposed system of sewerage. Tho 
item of value of real estate does not seem to enter 
into the apportionment. 1 may he in error, hut it 
seems to me that the jtoor are asked to pay more 
than their proportion of the cost. 1 do not forget 
that the committee recommend the whole city to 
pay tlie cost of the Metroixditan system and the 
cost of maintenance whether that is equitable or 
not. Doubtless it will besiid that it is easier to 
point out uneqiialities than to suggest a remedy, 
which J frankly admit, yet when inequalities 
exist some means should be devised to correct 
them if possible. The following table is con- 
deused'from tiie foregoing.

The heavy 
burden seems to tall on the property least en¬ 
titled to bear it, and that mods the sewers the 
least. 1 trust the committee who have given this 
subject much caretul ttu tight will explain their 
reasons for tin apportionment recommended in 
their report, and show why their plau is the 
most just and equitable for ourcitv

TIIE ASSESSORS “GET TOGETHER.” 


GATHERING TO DISCUSS TIIE LEVYING OF 
TAXES UPON THE PEOPLE. 


The assessors of the state met in tho 
green-room of the state-house Saturday 
and formed nn association to enable them 
to pursue their vocation more effectively. 
La-t February their first meeting was held 
and only the assessors of the 25 cities were 
invited. Then a committee was appointed 
to draw up a constitution. A week ago 
that committee met and prepared the docu¬ 
ment. By the new terms of membership 
the chairman of the board in every town 
can belong to the association, and the prin¬ 
cipal assessors of cities with their clerks. 
As there are now 28 cities and 325 towns in 
the state, this leaves tho towns in a great 
numerical preponderance, though they are 
not represented individually as fully as 
cities. Thomas Hills, of Boston, is presi¬ 
dent oT the association, but in bis absence 
from illness II. G. Otis of the Worcester 
board presided, with G. A. King of Taun¬ 
ton for elerk. 

The object of the association, as stated in 
the constitution adopted, is “the better ac¬ 
quaintance of the assessors of the common¬ 
wealth, and the more efficient and uniform 
administration of the assessment laws, to 
offer an opportunity for discussion upon 
subjects pertaining to taxation, to provide 
methods for advocating the passage of de¬ 
sirable acts, and for opposing the passage 
of hasty or Ill-advised measures upon the 
subject of tuxation or the duties of asses¬ 
sors.” The name is to he the “association 
of Massnchusets assessors,” annual due $1, 
the member who is delinquent for <50 days 
after the annual meeting to he dropped. 
They will also choose a committee of live 
members to attend to matters before the 
Legislature, who shall “have charge of all 
matters pertaining to legislation, shall keen 
themselves informed upon all proposed 
ehanges|in the statutes relating to taxation 
and recommend such action thereon as 
they may deem expedient, but without au¬ 
thority to represent the association, unless 
authorized so to do by its vote or that of its 
executive committee. The actual expendi¬ 
tures of said committee in the performance 
of their duties shall be paid by the associa¬ 
tion.” The annual meeting is to be on the 
third Friday of December, and the officers 
are: President. Thomas Hills of Boston; 
vice-president,George R. Smith of Spring- 
field; secretary, George A. King of Taun¬ 
ton : treasurer, Howard B. Coffin of New¬ 
ton ; executive committee, O. II. Carpenter 
of Malden,Charles K. Sawyer of Fitchburg, 
Sandy Harrison of Full River; legislative 
committee II. G. Otis of Worcester, J. S. 
Duncklceof Boston, 11. A. Green of Cam¬ 
bridge, James Ellsworth of Northampton, 
Nutliau D. Pratt of Lowell. 

There was a good deal of discussion over 
corporate taxation, personal property re¬ 
turns, etc., and Mr. Eddy of Fall River 
moved Unit the legislative committee be in¬ 
structed “to urge upon the legislature the 
importance of such a change in our tax laws 
as will compel by suitable penalty tiie re¬ 
turn by property owners to the assessors 
of sworn statements of the amount of their 
real and personal property and Income.” 
This was adopted without a dissenting 
vote.

Lodge, but as ho had the largest, republi¬ 
can plurality in the state be was a little 
nottled when ho saw Mr. Walker's way 
of putting it Tlioso who understand 
the characteristics of tho live Massachu¬ 
setts republicans who will ho in the noxt 
delegation are disposed to look forward 
to their conferences together with some 
amusement.

In shutting up 
his poultry one night just before Thanks¬ 
giving, he missed two fowls and finally 
caught them in Mr. Smith’s yard adjoining. 
When returning to ills own house with the 
roosters under his arms, was chased by Mr. 
Smith, and not wishing to have trouble 
with a neighbor, started into a run, going 
down through Mr. Cargills yard where the 
latter joined the chase, through Mr. Ster- 
tevants yard, up Chestnut street to the post 
office, distancing botli his pursuers. lie 
stopped there a few minutes and desiring 
to have fricasseed chicken the following 
morning. Thanksgiving, left tiie roosters 
at the store. The next morning killed one 
of the roosters and with a few male friends 
enjoyed fricasseed chicken at the store. At 
noon startl'd for home with tiie chicken 
bones, for ills dog but changed Ills mind 
and theq threw them into the prisoner’s 
back yard as he passed. The live rooster 
was nut in a bag that night and after leav¬ 
ing tin* store, wishing to go to Hagerty’s 
market,stepped into the prisoner’s store and 
put the rooster over behind flic counter. 
On his return lie learned of tin* prisoner’s 
arrest for stealing the rooster left there by 
him. Frank Babcock and Joseph Temper- 
ly then testified to helping eat the frlcassed 
cli icken and to tlie prisoner’s general good 
character. Court adjourned at 10.15 for one 
week.
